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PREFACE 


Brs.e SELECTIONS ARRANGED For Many Usszs. This book 
is an extensive collection of most notable passages of 
Biblical literature, compiled to meet a great variety of 
practical uses. It consists of selections widely cherished 
throughout the centuries by young and old, of whatever 
degree or type of cultivation, and of whatever racial or 
social predilection or special religious creed. 


A GENERAL NEED. In their service as teachers of litera- 
ture and, incidentally, of the Bible as literature, and as 
leaders of public exercises, with persons of all persuasions, 
the editors have been forced to realize increasingly a 
number of conditions and needs to be satisfied only by a 
selection and an arrangement of readings from the Bible 


- such as have not hitherto been available. This experience 


covers thirty-five years in secondary schools, and twenty- 
five years in preparatory schools and colleges. Confer- 
ences with colleagues in schools and colleges of various 
grades and types, have confirmed the impression that 
these conditions and needs are general. 
But the non-academic needs by groups and by individ- 
uals for a convenient and practicable body of selections 
chosen and ordered on a new basis, are even more general. 
The Bible is not read to-day as it should be read. Prom- 
inent among the causes for this neglect are the mere bulk 


of the Bible; the prevalent impression that the Bible, as 


it exists and is used in its complete form, is solely an ac- 
cessory of religious exercises or religious consideration; 
Vv 
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the sense of remoteness from contemporary life and current 
modes produced by the conventional manner of printing 
the text; the failure in the complete Bible clearly to differ- 
entiate its individual units one from another, and to 
distinguish among its constituents the more interesting, 
the more important, and the more significant; and the lack 
of convenient aids to the identification and location of 
given features, and to their immediate use for particular 
ends or occasions. 


Usrs ror THIS VoLtuME. The present volume is an at- 
tempt to meet these conditions. Moreover, it is offered 
for the following specific ends, among others:— 

1. Opening Exercises. 'To provide to leaders of opening 
exercises in any grades of secular or religious schools, and 
in colleges, as well as to leaders of devotional assemblies 
of any faith, an acceptable classified body of selections 
from which may readily be chosen passages suitable for a 
great variety of particular occasions or conditions. 

2. Responsive or Concert Reading. To afford for such 
exercises a series of passages arranged not only for reading 
by a single person, but also for either responsive or con- 
cert reading, so extensive as to be used without repetition 
through a period even longer than an academic year. 

3. Storves for the Home. To meet the needs of the home 
for fireside stories and counsels, grateful to the young and 
to the old. 

4. Guidance for Private Reading. To guide directly to 
most significant features those who, by reading in private, 
would familiarize themselves with the literature of the 
Bible, and the sources of its power and its charm. 
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5. Daily Reading. To present a series of appropriate 
passages for persons accustomed to read daily some por- 
tion of greater literature for mere pleasure or for direction 
and inspiration of conduct. 

6. Preparation for College. 'To offer a rich and repre- 
sentative body of material for use in any high school or 
preparatory school where the Bible is chosen from the 
literature in English officially suggested for study in prep- 
aration for entrance to college. 

7. Reference or Source Study. To make available for 
ready reference or for informational reading, a large pro- 
portion of those elements of the Bible which have made it 
the greatest single source of suggestion, discussion, illus- 
tration, and allusion, in literature and in the relations of 
common daily life, and which should, therefore, be the 
familiar possession of every person of whatever age or 
condition. 

8. Study of Effective Discourse. To furnish illustrative 
examples of universally recognized elevation and effec- 
tiveness, for the study of each of the several types of 
discourse. 

All these ends this collection will satisfy to a degree, it 
is believed, beyond any other single volume yet published. 
The constitution of the book makes it adaptable for other 
particular individual and collective uses that are easily to 
be discovered. 


Tue Brste Nor Dispiacep. The editors disclaim any 
_ idea of having this volume displace the Bible. They have 

‘compiled it for conditions where the whole Bible or the 
whole particular book is not practicable or not convenient. 
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They are assured that every use that may be made of it 
must, through the intrinsic interest and the vitality of the 
passages, promote a desire for fuller acquaintance with 
each book as a whole. 


Basgs or Setection. Although these pages contain ap- 
proximately one-sixth of the complete Bible, it is to be 
expected that many will fail to find in them some passages 
that they would themselves have included. The very task 
of selection presumes choice and, coincidently, omission. 
The editors have been controlled by a desire to meet 
worthily as many needs, and to induce to as wide a use, 
as possible. They have, therefore, included as much as 
could be offered to the public at a price within the reach 
of all individuals and institutions. 

On these same bases they have excluded all matter that 
can reasonably be regarded as controversial. They hope 
to have brought together a body of material acceptable to 
all persons, whatever their special affiliations may be. 


Tue Text. The selections preserve literally (except “men” 
for “they,” and “‘one”’ for “‘he,”’ in VII 18 1.3; and “love” 
for “charity,”? in VI 34) the language and, as a rule, the 
punctuation, of the King James Version of the Bible. The 
superior linguistic felicity of that version, and its tradi- 
tional literary and personal associations, justify this pref- 
erence, and more than compensate for any rare minor 
deficiencies of translation—accepted or debated—that it 
may exhibit as compared with other versions. 

The verse division and the chapter division of the King 
James Verston, however, have been rejected as irregular 
in their practice, and as often confusing the sense and 


one. 
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obscuring the actual form of the expression. The text is 
here arranged as would be that of any other composition 
printed for the reader of to-day: the prose is divided into 
paragraphs, the verse into lines, on bases common among 
standard authorities. 

Verse numbers are omitted. For identification, the 
book, the chapter, and the first and the last verse, of each 
selection as given in the King James Version, are indicated 
in the Table of Contents. 

Usually each passage is quoted without omission from 
its midst. In a few cases, however, comparatively unim- 
portant material that delays the narrative, or impedes or 
diverts the course of thought, is deleted. In each such 
instance, except in the groups of isolated proverbs (Section 
VI, Items 16-23 inclusive), the omission is indicated by a 
series of dots or “leaders” at the point in question. 

The use of capitals and small capitals for the word 
“Lorp,” and of initial capitals for the personal pronouns 
other than “I,” is confined to designations of Jehovah 
and God the Father. 


Division ror Pustic Reapinac. The means adopted to 


_ divide the text for public, especially for responsive, reading 


are: (a) in the prose, the insertion of a special character 
(/) between the alternating passages; and (b) in the verse, 
the indentation of the responsive lines. 

In the prose, the dividers mark normal pauses; they 
coincide with shifts of sense or of personage or of action, 
and simultaneously stress emphatic elements of thought. 
So, for reading in concert, or for reading by an individual, 
they will prove to be not a hindrance, but a help. 
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In the verse, the indentation suggests the parallelism 
and the grouping of the Hebrew original. For responsive 
use, the assembly may read the indented lines; or the 
leader and the assembly may read alternately the sequent 
groups of lines, the close of each marked by the last in- 
dented line of the group. 

Attractive concert reading, whether in prose or in verse, 
by an assembly, may be carried on by dividing the as- 
sembly into two or more groups, according to the special 
character of the selection to be read, the groups responding 
to one another. 


Aips To Usg. The following additional unique features of 
the book will assist its owner, without waste of effort, to 
identify and to locate a given passage, or to obtain a 
selection appropriate in form or content for a special day, 
or place, or occasion, or effect or end. 

General Classification. The selections in the text are 
grouped in seven general sections (see Table of Contents), 
partly according to their literary form (see Sections I, 
III, V), partly according to the purpose for which they 
were composed (see Sections II, IV, VI, VII). The items 
of each of these groups are arranged in the order of their 
occurrence in the King James Version. 

It will readily be recognized that none of the sections is 
exhaustive of the items of its type in the collection. The | 
common elements of content and of purpose, and often, 
indeed, of form, that make the many books of the Bible 
and their parts a unit in so notable a sense, cause any 
classification to be more or less arbitrary. 

Identification of Passages. In the Table of Contents are 
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indicated the location and the extent of each passage as 
it occurs in the King James Version. 

Index of Passages. An alphabetical index by book, 
chapter, and verse, of the passages of the King James 
Version incorporated into the text, will be found on pages 
495 ff. 

Index of Persons and Places. The passages in this book 
dealing with a given person or place may be located 
promptly through use of the Index of Persons and Places 
on pages 500 ff. 

Index of Subjects and Titles. Suggestions of ends or 
purposes to which the reading of the individual selections 
will conduce, are to be had in the Index of Subjects and 
Titles on pages 507 ff. 

Index of Themes. Often a selection presenting or enforc- 
ing a given theme or topic, or a passage suited for a par- 
ticular occasion, may be obtained promptly through ref- 
erence to the items of the Index of Themes on pages 516 ff.

the Red And the angel of God, which went before the camp of 
Sea Israel, removed and went behind them;/ and the pillar 
of the cloud went from before their face, and stood behind 
them:/ and it came between the camp of the Egyptians 
and the camp of Israel;/ and it was a cloud and darkness 
to them, but it gave light by night to these: so that the 
one came not near the other all the night./ And Moses

inhabitants thereof:/ it shall be a jubilee unto you;/ 
and ye shall return every man unto his possession, and 
ye shall return every man unto his family./ A jubilee 
shall that fiftieth year be unto you:/ ye shall not sow, 
neither reap that which groweth of itself in it, nor gather 
the grapes in it of thy vine undressed./ For it is the jubi- 
lee; it shall be holy unto you:/ ye shall eat the increase 
thereof out of the field./ 

“In the year of this jubilee ye shall return every man 
unto his possession./ And if thou sell aught unto thy 
neighbour, or buyest aught of thy neighbour’s hand, ye 
shall not oppress one another:/ according to the number 
of years after the jubilee thou shalt buy of thy neighbour, / 
and according unto the number of years of the fruits he 
shall sell unto thee./ According to the multitude of years 
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thou shalt increase the price thereof,/ and according to 
the fewness of years thou shalt diminish the price of it:/ 
for according to the number of the years of the fruits doth 
he sell unto thee./ Ye shall not therefore oppress one 
another; but thou shalt fear thy God:/ for I am the 
Lorp your God.’” 


thou men, that they may search the land of 

Canaan, which I give unto the children of Israel:/ 
of every tribe of their fathers shall ye send a man, every 
one a ruler among them.’’/ And Moses by the command- 
ment of the Lorp sent them from the wilderness of 
Paran:/ all those men were heads of the children of 
Esraelviior. 

And Moses sent them to spy out the land of Canaan, 
and said unto them,/ ‘‘Get you up this way southward, 
and go up into the mountain:/ and see the land, what it

wilderness of Paran, to Kadesh;/ and brought back word Report 
unto them, and unto all the congregation, and shewed 
them the fruit of the land./ And they told him, and said, 
“We came unto the land whither thou sentest us, and 
surely it floweth with milk and honey;/ and this is the 
- fruit of it./ Nevertheless the people be strong that dwell 
in the land,/ and the cities are walled, and very great:/ 
and moreover we saw the children of Anak there./ The 
Amalekites dwell in the land of the south:/ and the 
Hittites, and the Jebusites, and the Amorites, dwell in 
the mountains:/ and the Canaanites dwell by the sea, and 
by the coast of Jordan.” / 

And Caleb stilled the people before Moses, and said,/ 
‘Let us go up at once, and possess it; for we are well able 
to overcome it.’’/ But the men that went up with him 
said, ‘‘We be not able to go up against ‘the people; for 
they are stronger than we.’’/ And they brought up an 
evil report of the land which they had searched unto the 
children of Israel, saying,/ “The land, through which we 
have gone to search it, is a land that eateth up the in- 
habitants thereof;/ and all the people that we saw in it 
are men of a great stature./ And there we saw the giants, 
the sons of Anak, which come of the giants:/ and we were 
in our own sight as grasshoppers, and so we were in their

And Joshua the son of Nun, and Caleb the son of 
Jephunneh, which were of them that searched the land, 
rent their clothes:/ and they spake unto all the company 
of the children of Israel, saying,/ “‘The land, which we 
passed through to search it, is an exceeding good land./ 
If the Lorp delight in us, then He will bring us into this 
land, and give it us;/ a land which floweth with milk and 
honey./ Only rebel not ye against the Lorp, neither fear 
ye the people of the land; for they are bread for us:/ their 
defence is departed from them, and the Lorp is with us: 
fear them not.’’/ But all the congregation bade stone 
them with stones./ And the glory of the Lorp appeared 
in the tabernacle of the congregation before all the chil- 
dren of Israel.

_ one, according to their fathers’ houses, even twelve rods:/ 
and the rod of Aaron was among their rods./ And Moses 
laid up the rods before the Lorp in the tabernacle of 
witness./ And it came to pass, that on the morrow Moses 
went into the tabernacle of witness;/ and, behold, the 
rod of Aaron for the house of Levi was budded, and 
brought forth buds, and bloomed blossoms, and yielded

gathered themselves together against Moses and against 
Aaron./ And the people chode with Moses, and spake, 
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saying,/ ‘‘Would God that we had died when our brethren 
died before the Lorp!/ And why have ye brought up the 
congregation of the Lorp into this wilderness, that we and 
our cattle should die there?/ And wherefore have ye made 
us to come up out of Egypt, to bring us in unto this evil 
place?/ it is no place of seed, or of figs, or of vines, or 
of pomegranates;/ neither is there any water to drink.’’/ 
And Moses and Aaron went from the presence of the as- 
sembly unto the door of the tabernacle of the congregation, 
and they fell upon their faces:/ and the glory of the Lorp 
appeared unto them./ 

And the Lorp spake unto Moses, saying,/ ““Take the 
rod, and gather thou the assembly together, thou and 
Aaron thy brother, and speak ye unto the rock before

And Balak the son of Zippor was king of the Moabites 
at that time./ He sent messengers therefore unto Balaam 
the son of Beor to Pethor, which is by the river of the land 
of the children of his people, to call him, saying,/ ‘‘Be- 
hold, there is a people come out from Egypt:/ behold, they 
cover the face of the earth, and they abide over against 
me./ Come now therefore, I pray thee, curse me this 
people; for they are too mighty for me:/ peradventure I 
shall prevail, that we may smite them, and that I may 
drive them out of the land:/ for I wot that he whom thou

And the elders of Moab and the elders of Midian de-

And God’s anger was kindled because he went:/ and 
the angel of the Lorp stood in the way for an adversary 
against him./ Now he was riding upon his ass, and his 
two servants were with him./ And the ass saw the angel 
of the Lorp standing in the way, and his sword drawn in 
his hand:/ and the ass turned aside out of the way, and 
went into the field:/ and Balaam smote the ass, to turn 
her into the way./ But the angel of the Lorp stood in a 
path of the vineyards, a wall being on this side, and a wall 
on that side./ And when the ass saw the angel of the Lorn, 
she thrust herself unto the wall, and crushed Balaam’s 
foot against the wall:/ and he smote her again. / 
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And the angel of the Lorp went further, and stood in I 36 
a narrow place, where was no way to turn either to the @alaam — 
right hand or to the left./ And when the ass saw the angel 
of the Lorp, she fell down under Balaam:/ and Balaam’s 
- anger was kindled, and he smote the ass with a staff./ 
And the Lorp opened the mouth of the ass, and she said 
unto Balaam,/ ‘‘What have I done unto thee, that thou 
hast smitten me these three times?”’/ And Balaam said 
unto the ass, “Because thou hast mocked me: I would 
there were a sword in mine hand, for now would I kill 
_ thee.”’/ And the ass said unto Balaam, ‘‘Am not I thine 
ass, upon which thou hast ridden ever since I was thine 
unto this day? was I ever wont to do so unto thee?’’/ 
And he said, “‘ Nay.’’/ 

Then the Lorp opened the eyes of Balaam, and he saw 
the angel of the Lorp standing in the way, and his sword 
drawn in his hand:/ and he bowed down his head, and fell 
flat on his face./ And the angel of the Lorp said unto 
him, “‘ Wherefore hast thou smitten thine ass these three 
times?/ Behold, I went out to withstand thee, because thy 
way is perverse before me:/and the ass saw me, and turned 
from me these three times:/ unless she had turned from 

_ me, strely now also I had slain thee, and saved her alive.’’/ 
And Balaam said unto the angel of the Lorp,/ ‘I have 
sinned; for I knew not that thou stoodest in the way

before all the congregation:/ and he laid his hands upon 
him, and gave him a charge. as the Lorp commanded by 
the hand of Moses. 


ND the Lorp spake unto Moses that selfsame day, I 38 
saying,/ “‘Get thee up into this mountain Abarim, #floses’ 
urto mount Nebo, which is in the land of Moab, Last 

that is over against Jericho;/ and behold the land of Words and 
Canaan, which I give unto the children of Israel for a His Death 
possession:/ and die in the mount whither thou goest up, 
and be gathered unto thy people;/ as Aaron thy brother 
died in mount Hor, and was gathered unto his people:/ 
because ye trespassed against Me among the children of 
Israel at the waters of Meribah Kadesh, in the wilderness 
of Zin;/ because ye sanctified Me not in the midst of the 
children of Israel./ Yet thou shalt see the land before 
thee;/ but thou shalt not go thither unto the land which I 
give the children of Israel.’’/ 
And this is the blessing, wherewith Moses the man of 
God blessed the children of Israel before his decth./ And 
he said, 


“The Lorp came from Sinai, 
And rose up from Seir unto them:/ 
He shined forth from mount Paran, 
And He came with ten thousands of saints. 
From His right hand went a fiery law for them./ 
Yea, He loved the people; 
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All His saints are in Thy hand:/ 
And they sat down at Thy feet; 
Every one shall receive of Thy words./ 
Moses commanded us a law, 
Even the inheritance of the congregation of Jacob./ 
And He was king in Jeshurun, 
When the heads of the people 
And the tribes of Israel were gathered together./ . . . 


“There is none like unto the God of Jeshurun, 
Who rideth upon the heaven in thy help, 
And in His excellency on the sky./ 
The eternal God is thy refuge, 
And underneath are the everlasting arms:/ 
And He shall thrust out the enemy from before thee; 
And shall say, “Destroy them.’/ 
Israel then shall dwell in safety alone:/ 
The fountain of Jacob shall be 
Upon a land of corn and wine; 
Also His heavens shall drop down dew./ 
Happy art thou, O Israel: 
Who is like unto thee, O people saved by the Lorp,/ 
The shield of thy help, 
And who is the sword of thy excellency!/ 
And thine enemies shall be found liars unto thee; 
And thou shalt tread upon their high places.”’/ 


And Moses went up from the plains of Moab unto the 


mountain of Nebo, to the top of Pisgah, that is over 
against Jericho:/ and the Lorp shewed him all the land 
of Gilead, unto Dan,/ and all Naphtali, and the land of 
Ephraim, and Manasseh, and all the land of Judah, unto 
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the utmost sea,/ and the south, and the plain of the valley I 38 
of Jericho, the city of palm trees, unto Zoar./ And the loses’ 
Lorp said unto him, “This is the land which I sware Last 
unto Abraham, unto Isaac, and unto Jacob, saying,/ ‘I @ords and 
will give it unto thy seed:’/ I have caused thee to see it His Death 
with thine eyes, but thou shalt not go over thither.”/ 

So Moses the servant of the Lorp died there in the land 
of Moab, according to the word of the Lorp./ And He 
buried him in a valley in the land of Moab, over against 
_ Beth-peor:/ but no man knoweth of his sepulchre unto 
this day. / 

And Moses was a hundred and twenty years old when 
he died:/ his eye was not dim, nor his natural force abated. 


Lorp, it came to pass, that the Lorp spake Joshua's 
unto Joshua the son of Nun, Moses’ minister, Com- 
saying,/ ““Moses My servant is dead; now therefore misston 
arise, go over this Jordan, thou, and all this people,/ 
unto the land which I do give to them, even to the 
children of Israel./ Every place that the sole of your foot 
shall tread upon, that have I given unto you, as I said

Then Joshua commanded the officers of the people, say- 
ing,/ “Pass through the host, and command the people, 
saying, ‘Prepare you victuals;/ for within three days ye 
shall pass over this Jordan, to go in to possess the land, 
which the Lorp your God giveth you to possess it.”’/ . . . 

And they answered Joshua, saying, “All that thou 
commandest us we will do, and whithersoever thou 
sendest us, we will go./ According as we hearkened unto 
Moses in all things, so will we hearken unto thee:/ only 
the Lorp thy God be with thee, as He was with Moses. / 
Whosoever he be that doth rebel against thy command- 
ment, and will not hearken unto thy words ‘in all that 
thou commandest him, he shall be put to death:/ only be 
strong and of a good courage.”

Israel to search out the country.’’/ And the king 

of Jericho sent unto Rahab, saying,/ “Bring forth the 

men that are come to thee, which are entered into thine 
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house: for they be come to search out all the country.’’/ I 40 
And the woman took the two men, and hid them, and Rabhab and 

said thus,/ “There came men unto me, but I wist not the Spies 
whence they were:/ and it came to pass about the time 
of shutting of the gate, when it was dark, that the men 
went out;/ whither the men went, I wot not:/ pursue 
after them quickly; for ye shall overtake them.”’/ But she 
had brought them up to the roof of the house, and hid 
them with the stalks of flax, which she had laid in order 
-upon the roof./ And the men pursued after them the way 

~ to Jordan unto the fords:/ and as soon as they which 
pursued after them were gone out, they shut the gate./ 

And before they were laid down, she came up unto 
them upon the roof;/ and she said unto the men, “I 
know that the Lorp hath given you the land, and that 
your terror is fallen upon us,/ and that all the inhabitants 
of the land faint because of you./ For we have heard 
how the Lorp dried up the water of the Red Sea for you, 
when ye came out of Egypt,/ and what ye did unto the 
two kings of the Amorites, that were on the other side 
Jordan,/ Sihon and Og, whom ye utterly destroyed./ 
And as soon as we had heard these things, our hearts 
did melt, neither did there remain any more courage in 
any man, because of you:/ for the Lorp your God, He is 
God in heaven above, and in earth beneath./ Now there- 
fore, I pray you, swear unto me by the Lorp, since I have

So the two men returned, and descended from the 
mountain, and passed over, and came to Joshua the son 
of Nun, and told him all things that befell them:/ and 
they said unto Joshua, “Truly the Lorp hath delivered

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And Joshua rose early in the morning;/ and they re- 
moved from Shittim, and came to Jordan, he and all the 
children of Israel, and lodged there before they passed 
over.

“Pass on, and compass the city, and let him that is 
armed pass on before the ark of the Lorp,’’/ . . . 

And Joshua had commanded the people, saying, ‘‘ Ye 

_ shall not shout, nor make any noise with your voice, 

_ neither shall any word proceed out of your mouth, until 
the day I bid you shout;/ then shall ye shout.’’/ So the 
ark of the Lorp compassed the city, going about it 
once:/ and they came into the camp, and lodged in the 
eamp./ . ~.: 

And the second day they compassed the city once, and 
returned into the camp./ So they did six days./ And it 
came to pass on the seventh day, that they rose early 
about the dawning of the day, and compassed the city 
after the same manner seven times:/ only on that day 
they compassed the city seven times./ And it came to 
pass at the seventh time, when the priests blew with the 
trumpets,/ Joshua said unto the people, “Shout; for the 
Lorp hath given you the city./ And the city shall be 
accursed, even it, and all that are therein, to the Lorp:/ 
only Rahab the harlot shall live, she and all that are with 
her in the house, because she hid the messengers that we 
sent.”’/ . . . So the people shouted when the priests 
blew with the trumpets:/ and it came to pass, when the 
people heard the sound of the trumpet,/,and the people 
shouted with a great shout,/ that the wall fell down 
flat, so that the people went up into the city, every man 
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straight before him,/ and they took the city./ And they 
utterly destroyed all that was in the city, both man and 
woman, young and old, and ox, and sheep, and ass, with 
the edge of the sword./ . . . 

And Joshua saved Rahab the harlot alive, and her 
father’s household, and all that she had;/ and she dwelleth 
in Israel even unto this day;/ because she hid the mes- 
sengers, which Joshua sent to spy out Jericho. 


ND the men of Gibeon sent unto Joshua to the 
a | camp to Gilgal, saying,/ “Slack not thy hand from 
thy servants; come up to us quickly, and save us, 
and help us:/ for all the kings of the Amorites that dwell 
in the mountains are gathered together against us.”/ So 
Joshua ascended from Gilgal, he, and all the people of 
war with him, and all the mighty men of valour./ 
And the Lorp said unto Joshua, “‘Fear them not: for 
I have delivered them into thine hand;/ there shall not a 
man of them stand before thee.”’/ Joshua therefore came 
unto them suddenly, and went up from Gilgal all night./ 
And the Lorp discomfited them before Israel, and slew 
them with a great slaughter at Gibeon,/ and chased them 
along the way that goeth up to Beth-horon, and smote 
them to Azekah, and unto Makkedah./ And it came to 
pass, as they fled from before Israel, and were in the 
going down to Beth-horon,/ that the Lorp cast down great 
stones from heaven upon them unto Azekah, and they 
died:/ they were more which died with hailstones than 
they whom the children of Israel slew with the sword. / 
Then spake Joshua to the Lorp in the day when the

And Joshua returned, and all Israel] with him, unto the 
camp to Gilgal.

And the Lorp said unto Gideon, “The people are yet too 
many;/ bring them down unto the water, and I will try 
them for thee there:/ and it shall be, that of whom I say 
unto thee, ‘This shall go with thee,’ the same shall go with 
thee;/ and of whomsoever I say unto thee, ‘This shall not 
go with thee,’ the same shall not go.’’/ So he brought down 
the people unto the water:/ and the Lorp said unto Gid- 
eon, “Every one that lappeth of the water with his tongue, 
as a dog lappeth, him shalt thou set by himself;/ likewise 
every one that boweth down upon his knees to drink.”/ 
And the number of them that lapped, putting their hand 
to their mouth, were three hundred men:/ but all the rest 
of the people bowed down upon their knees to drink 
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water./ And the Lorp said unto Gideon, “By the three 
hundred men that lapped will I save you, and deliver the 
Midianites into thine hand:/ and let all the other people 
go every man unto his place.”’/ So the people took victuals 
in their hand, and their trumpets:/ and he sent all the rest 
of Israel every man unto his tent, and retained those three 
hundred men:/ and the host of Midian was beneath him 
in the valley./ 

And it came to pass the same night, that the Lorp 
said unto him,/ “Arise, get thee down unto the host; for 
I have delivered it into thine hand./ But if thou fear to go 
down, go thou with Phurah thy servant down to the host:/

come, behold, there was a man that told a dream unto 
his fellow, and said,/ “Behold, I dreamed a dream, and, 
lo, a cake of barley bread tumbled into the host of 
Midian,/ and came unto a tent, and smote it that it 
fell, and overturned it, that the tent lay along.’”’/ And 
his fellow answered and said, ‘This is nothing else save 
the sword of Gideon the son of Joash, a man of Israel:/ 
for into his hand hath God delivered Midian, and all 
the host.’’/ 

And it was so, when Gideon heard the telling of the 
dream, and the interpretation thereof, that he worshipped, / 
and returned into the host of Israel, and said, “Arise; 
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for the Lorp hath delivered into your hand the host of I 46 
Midian.” / And he divided the three hundred men into @tdeon and 
three companies,/ and he put a trumpet in every man’s His Three 
hand,/ with empty pitchers, and lamps within the pitch- Hundred 
ers./ And he said unto them, “Look on me, and do like- 
wise:/ and, behold, when I come to the outside of the 
camp, it shall be that, as I do, so shall ye do./ When I 
blow with a trumpet, I and all that are with me,/ then 
blow ye the trumpets also on every side of all the camp, 
and say, ‘The sword of the Lorp, and of Gideon.’’’/ 
So Gideon, and the hundred men that were with him, 
came unto the outside of the camp in the beginning of the 
middle watch;/ and they had but newly set the watch:/ 
and they blew the trumpets, and brake the pitchers that 
were in their hands./ And the three companies blew the 
trumpets, and brake the pitchers,/ and held the lamps in 
their left hands,/ and the trumpets in their right hands to 
blow withal:/ and they cried, ‘‘The sword of the Lorn, 
and of Gideon.”’/ And they stood every man in his place 
round about the camp:/ and all the host ran, and cried, and 
fled./ And the three hundred blew the trumpets,/ and 
the Lorp set every man’s sword against his fellow, even 
throughout all the host./ .. . 
And Gideon came to Jordan, arid passed over, he, and 
the three hundred men that were with him, faint, yet pur- 
suing them. 


and he passed over Gilead, and Manasseh, and Jephthah’s 
passed over Mizpeh of Gilead, and from Mizpeh Yow 
of Gilead he passed over unto the children of Ammon./ 
And Jephthah vowed a vow unto the Lorp, and said,

147 “If Thou shalt without fail deliver the children of 
Jephthah’s Ammon into mine hands,/ then it shall be, that what- 
Wow soever cometh forth of the doors of my house to meet 
me, when I return in peace from the children of Ammon, 
shall surely be the Lorp’s,/ and I will offer it up for a 

burnt offering.’’/ 

So Jephthah passed over unto the children of Ammon 
to fight against them;/ and the Lorp delivered them into 
his hands./ And he smote them from Aroer, even till thou 
come to Minnith, even twenty cities, and unto the plain 
of the vineyards, with a very great slaughter./ Thus the 
children of Ammon were subdued before the children of 
Israel. / 

And Jephthah came to Mizpeh unto his house, and, 
behold, his daughter came out to meet him with timbrels 
and with dances:/ and she was his only child; beside her 
he had neither son nor daughter./ And it came to pass, 
when he saw her, that he rent his clothes, and said,/ 
“Alas, my daughter! thou hast brought me very low, and 
thou art one of them that trouble me:/ for I have opened 
my mouth unto the Lorp, and I cannot go back.’’/ And 
she said unto him, “‘ My father, if thou hast opened thy 
mouth unto the Lorp, do to me according to that which 
hath proceeded out of thy mouth;/ forasmuch as the Lorp 
hath taken vengeance for thee of thine enemies, even of 
the children of Ammon.”/ And she said unto her father, 
“Let this thing be done for me:/ let me alone two months, 
that I may go up and down upon the mountains, and 
bewail my virginity, I and my fellows.”/ And he said, 
“Go.” And he sent her away for two months:/ and she 
went with her companions, and bewailed her virginity 
upon the mountains./ And it came to pass at the end of 
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two months, that she returned unto her father, who did I 47

And it was a custom in Israel, that the daughters of Wow 

Israel went yearly to lament the daughter of Jephthah the 

Gileadite four days in a year. 


of the Danites, whose name was Manoah;/ and his Samson’s 
wife . . . bare a son, and called his name Samson:/ Riddle 
and the child grew, and the Lorp blessed him./ And the 
Spirit of the Lorp began to move him at times in the camp 
of Dan between Zorah and Eshtaol./ 

And Samson went down to Timnath, and saw a woman 
in Timnath of the daughters of the Philistines./ And he 
came up, and told his father and his mother, and said,/ 
“T have seen a woman in Timnath of the daughters of 
the Philistines:/ now therefore get her forme to wife.’’/ 
Then his father and his mother said unto him,/ “Is there 
never a woman among the daughters of thy brethren, or 
among all my people, that thou goest to take a wife of 
the uncircumcised Philistines?’?/ And Samson said unto 
his father, “Get her for me; for she pleaseth me well.” /

he would have rent a kid, and he had nothing in his hand:/ 
but he told not his father or his mother what be had done./ 
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And he went down, and talked with the woman; and she 
pleased Samson well./ 

And after a time he returned to take her, and he turned 
aside to see the carcass of the lion:/ and, behold, there 
was a swarm of bees and honey in the carcass of the lion. / 
And he took thereof in his hands, and went on eating, and 
came to his father and mother, and he gave them, and they

than honey? and what is stronger than a lion?’’/ And he 
said unto them,

And the Spirit of the Lorp came upon him, and he 
went down to Ashkelon,/ and slew thirty men of them, and 
took their spoil, and gave change of garments unto them 
which expounded the riddle./ And his anger was kindled, 
and he went up to his father’s house.

And Samson said concerning them, “‘ Now shall foxes; 
I be more blameless than the Philistines, though I do the Jatw= 
them a displeasure.”’/ And Samson went and caught three bone of an 
hundred foxes, and took firebrands, and turned tail to Qss 
tail, and put a firebrand in the midst between two tails./ 
And when he had set the brands on fire, he let them go 
into the standing corn of the Philistines,/ and burnt up 
both the shocks, and also the standing corn, with the 
vineyards and olives./ 
Then the Philistines said, ‘Who hath done this?”/ 
And they answered, “Samson, the son in law of the 
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Timnite, because he had taken his wife, and given her to 
his companion.’’/ And the Philistines came up, and 
burnt her and her father with fire. /

Then the Philistines went up, and pitched in Judah, and 
spread themselves in Lehi./ And the men of Judah said, 
“Why are ye come up against us?’’/ And they answered, 
“To bind Samson are we come up, to do to him as he hath 
done to us.”’/ Then three thousand men of Judah went to 
the top of the rock Etam, and said to Samson,/ *‘ Knowest 
thou not that the Philistines are rulers over us? what is 
this that thou hast done unto us?”’/ And he said unto 
them, ‘‘As they did unto me, so have I done unto them.”’/ 
And they said unto him, “We are come down to bind

chamber./ And he brake them from off his arms like a 
thread./ 

And Delilah said unto Samson, “Hitherto thou hast 
mocked me, and told me lies: tell me wherewith thou 
mightest be bound.”/ And he. said unto her, “If thou 
weavest the seven locks of my head with the web.’’/ 
And she fastened it with the pin, and said unto him,

Then the lords of the Philistines gathered them together 
for to offer a great sacrifice unto Dagon their god, and to 
rejoice:/ for they said, ““Our god hath delivered Samson 
our enemy into our hand.”/ And when the people saw 
him, they praised their god:/ for they said, “Our god hath 
delivered into our hands our enemy, and the destroyer of 
our country, which slew many of us.’’/ 

And it came to pass, when their hearts were merry, that 
they said, ‘Call for Samson, that he may make us sport.’’/ 
And they called for Samson out of the prison house; and

_ Then she said, “Let me find favour in thy sight, my 
lord; for that thou hast comforted me, and for that thou 
hast spoken friendly unto thine handmaid, though I be not 
like unto one of thine handmaidens.’’/ And Boaz said 
unto her, ““At mealtime come thou hither, and eat of the 
bread, and dip thy morsel in the vinegar.’’/ And she sat 
beside the reapers:/ and he reached her parched corn, 
and she did eat, and was sufficed, and left./ And when she 
was risen up to glean, Boaz commanded his young men, 
saying,/ “Let her glean even among the sheaves, and 
reproach her not:/ and let fall also some of the handfuls

So she gleaned in the field until even, and beat out that

And she went down unto the floor, and did according 
to all that her mother in law bade her./ And when Boaz had 
eaten and drunk, and his heart was merry, he went to lie 
down at the end of the heap of corn:/ and she came softly, 
and uncovered his feet, and laid her down./ 

And it came to pass at midnight, that the man was 
afraid, and turned himself:/ and, behold, a woman lay

lowedst not young men, whether poor or rich./ And now, 
my daughter, fear not; I will do to thee all that thou re- 
quirest :/ for all the city of my people doth know that thou 
art a virtuous woman./ And now it is true that I am thy 
near kinsman: howbeit there is a kinsman nearer than 
I./ Tarry this night, and it shall be in the morning, that 
if he will perform unto thee the part of a kinsman, well; let 
him do the kinsman’s part:/ but if he will not do the part 
of a kinsman to thee, then will I do the part of a kinsman 
to thee, as the Lorp liveth:/ lie down until the morning.”’/ 

And she lay at his feet until the morning:/ and she rose 
up before one could know another./ And he said, “ Let it 
not be known that a woman came into the floor.’”’/ Also 
he said, “‘ Bring the veil that thou hast upon thee, and hold 
it.”’/ And when she held it, he measured six measures of 
barley, and laid it on her:/ and she went into the city./ 
And when she came to her mother in law, she said, “‘ Who 
art thou, my daughter?”/ And she told her all that the 
man had done to her./ And she said, “‘ These six measures 
of barley gave he me; for he said to me, ‘Go not empty 
unto thy mother in law.’”’/ Then said she, “Sit still, my 
daughter, until thou know how the matter will fall:/ 
for the man will not be in rest, until he have finished the 
thing this day.’’/ 

Then went Boaz up to the gate, and sat him down 
there:/ and, behold, the kinsman of whom Boaz spake 
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came by;/ unto whom he said, “Ho, such a one! turn 
aside, sit down here.’’/ And he turned aside, and sat 
down./ And he took ten men of the elders of the city, and 
said, ‘Sit ye down here.”’/ And they sat down./ And he 
said unto the kinsman, “Naomi, that is come again out 
of the country of Moab, selleth a parcel of land, which 
was our brother Elimelech’s:/ and I thought to advertise 
thee, saying, ‘Buy it before the inhabitants, and before 
the elders of my people.’/ If thou wilt redeem it, redeem 
it:/ but if thou wilt not redeem it, then tell me, that I 
may know: for there is none to redeem it beside thee; 
and I am after thee.’’/ And he said, “‘I will redeem it.’”’/ | 
Then said Boaz, “‘What day thou buyest the field of 
the hand of Naomi, thou must buy it also of Ruth the 
Moabitess, the wife of the dead, to raise up the name of 
the dead upon his inheritance.’’/ 

And the kinsman said, “I cannot redeem it for myself, 
lest I mar mine own inheritance: redeem thou my right to 
thyself; for I cannot redeem it.”/ Now this was the man- 
ner in former time in Israel concerning redeeming and 
concerning changing,/ for to confirm all things, a man 
plucked off his shoe, and gave it to his neighbour: and this 
was a testimony in Israel./ Therefore the kinsman said 
unto Boaz, “Buy it for thee.’’ So he drew off his shoe. / 

And Boaz said unto the elders, and unto all the people, 
“Ye are witnesses this day, that I have bought all that 
was Elimelech’s, and all that was Chilion’s and Mahlon’s, 
of the hand of Naomi./ Moreover Ruth the Moabitess, the 
wife of Mahlon, have I purchased to be my wife, to raise 
up the name of the dead upon his inheritance,/ that the 
name of the dead be not cut off from among his brethren, 
and from the gate of his place: ye are witnesses this day.’’/ 
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And all the people that were in the gate, and the elders, I 53 
said, ““We are witnesses./ The Lorp make the woman Qn 
that is come into thine house like Rachel and like Leah, Jsraelitish 
which two did build the house of Israel:/ and do thou Custom 
worthily in Ephratah, and be famous in Beth-lehem:/ 
and let thy house be like the house of Pharez, whom 
Tamar bare unto Judah, of the seed which the Lorp shall 
give thee of this young woman.”’/ 

So Boaz took Ruth, and she was his wife:/ and when he 
_went in unto her, the Lorp gave her conception, and she 
bare a son./ And the women said unto Naomi, “ Blessed 
be the Lorp, which hath not left thee this day without 
a kinsman, that his name may be famous in Israel./ 
And he shall be unto thee a restorer of thy life, and a 
nourisher of thine old age:/ for thy daughter in law, which 
loveth thee, which is better to thee than seven sons, hath 
borne him.”’/ And Naomi took the child, and laid it in 
her bosom, and became nurse unto it./ And the women 
her neighbours gave it a name, saying, “There is a son 
born to Naomi;” and they called his name Obed:/ he is 
the father of Jesse, the father of David. 


OW there was a certain man of Ramathaim- [ 54 
zophim, of mount Ephraim, and his name was Ohe Call 


Elkanah. . . . And he had two wives; the name of the Child 
of the one was Hannah./ . . . She bare a son, and called Samuel 
his name Samuel, saying, “Because I have asked him of 
the'Lord.”’/ ... 


And when she had weaned him, she took him up with 
her, with three bullocks, and one ephah of flour, and a 
bottle of wine,/ and brought him unto the house of the 
Lorp in Shiloh: and the child was young./ And they slew 
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a bullock, and brought the child to Eli./ And she said, 
““O my lord, as thy soul liveth, my lord, I am the woman 
that stood by thee here, praying unto the Lorp./ For 
this child I prayed; and the Lorp hath given me my peti- 
tion which I asked of Him:/ therefore also I have lent 
him to the Lorp;/ as long as he liveth he shall be lent 
to the Lorp.’’/ And he worshipped the Lorp there./ . . . 

And the child Samuel ministered unto the Lorp before 
Eli./ And the word of the Lorn was precious in those days; 
there was no open vision./ And it came to pass at that 
time, when Eli was laid down in his place, and his eyes 
began to wax dim, that he could not see;/ and ere the lamp 
of God went out in the temple of the Lorn, where the ark

his house for ever for the iniquity which he knoweth;/ 

because his sons made themselves vile, and he restrained 

them not./ And therefore I have sworn unto the house of 
Eh, that the iniquity of Eli’s house shall not be purged 

with sacrifice nor offering for ever.’’/ 

And Samuel lay until the morning, and opened the 

doors of the house of the Lorp./ And Samuel feared to 

shew Eli the vision./ Then Eli called Samuel, and said, 
“Samuel, my son.”’/ And he answered, “‘Here am I.’’/ 

And he said, “‘ What is the thing that the Lorp hath said 

unto thee?/ I pray thee hide it not from me:/ God do so 
_to thee, and more also, if thou hide any thing from me 

of all the things that He said unto thee.”/ And Samuel 

told him every whit, and hid nothing from him./ And 

he said, “It is the Lorp: let Him do what seemeth Him

And Samuel grew, and the Lorp was with him, and did 

let none of His words fall to the ground./ And all Israel 

from Dan even to Beer-sheba knew that Samuel was 
established to be a prophet of the Lorp. 


Israel went out against the Philistines to battle, The 
and pitched beside Eben-ezer:/ and the Philistines Capture of 
pitched in Aphek./ And the Philistines put themselves in the Ark 
array against Israel:/ and when they joined battle, Israel 
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was smitten before the Philistines:/ and they slew of the 
army in the field about four thousand men./ 

And when the people were come into the camp, the 
elders of Israel said,/ “‘ Wherefore hath the Lorp smitten 
us to-day before the Philistines?/ Let us fetch the ark of 
the covenant of the Lorp out of Shiloh unto us,/ that, 
when it cometh among us, it may save us out of the hand 
of our enemies.”’/ So the people sent to Shiloh, that they 
might bring from thence the ark of the covenant of the

upon a seat by the way side watching:/ for his heart Oe Ark 
trembled for the ark of God./ And when the man came 
into the city, and told it, all the city cried out./ And 
when Eli heard the noise of the crying, he said, ‘‘ What 
meaneth the noise of this tumult?’’/ And the man came 
in hastily, and told Eli./ 
_ Now Eli was ninety and eight years old; and his eyes 
were dim, that he could not see./ And the man said unto

called for the priests and the diviners,/ saying, Return of 
“What shall we do to the ark of the Lorp? tell us where- the Ark 
with we shall send it to his place.”/ And they said, “If 
ye send away the ark of the God of Israel, send it not 
empty; but in any wise return Him a trespass offering:/ 
then ye shall be healed, and it shall be known to you why 
His hand is not removed from you./ . . . 
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‘““Now therefore make a new cart, and take two miich 
kine, on which there hath come no yoke,/ and tie the kine 
to the cart, and bring their calves home from them:/ and 
take the ark of the Lorp, and lay it upon the cart;/ and 
put the jewels of gold, which ye return Him for a trespass 
offering, in a coffer by the side thereof;/ and send it away, 
that it may go./ And see, if it goeth up by the way of his 
own coast to Beth-shemesh, then He hath done us this great 
evil:/ but if not, then we shall know that it is not His hand

And he had a son, whose name was 
Meets Saul, a choice young man, anda goodly:/ and there 
Saul was not among the children of Israel a goodlier person 
than he:/ from his shoulders and upward he was higher 

than any of the people./ 

And the asses of Kish Saul’s father were lost./ And 
Kish said to Saul his son, “‘Take now one of the servants 
with thee, and arise, go seek the asses.”’/ And he passed 
through mount Ephraim, and passed through the land 
of Shalisha, but they found them not:/ then they passed 
through the land of Shalim, and there they were not:/ and 
he passed through the land of the Benjamites, but they 
found them not./ 

And when they were come to the land of Zuph, Saul 
said to his servant that was with him, “Come, and let 
us return; lest my father leave caring for the asses, and 
take thought for us.’’/ And he said unto him, “Behold 
now, there is in this city a man of God, and he is an hon- 
ourable man;/ all that he saith cometh surely to pass:/ 
now let us go thither; peradventure he can shew us our 
way that we should go.’’/ Then said Saul to his servant, 
“But, behold, if we go, what shall we bring the man? for

Now the Lord had told Samuel in his ear a day before Meets 
Saul came, saying,/ ‘‘To-morrow about this time I will Saul 
send thee a man out of the land of Benjamin,/ and thou 
shalt anoimt him to be captain over My people Israel,/ 
that he may save My people out of the hand of the 
Philistines:/ for I have looked upon My people, because 
their cry is come unto Me.”’/ And when Samuel saw Saul,

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armourbearer made, was about twenty men,/ within as it 
were an half acre of land, which a yoke of oxen might 
plough./ And there was trembling in the host, in the 
field, and among all the people:/ the garrison, and the 
spoilers, they also trembled, and the earth quaked:/ so 
it was-a very great trembling. / 

And the watchmen of Saul in Gibeah of Benjamin 
looked;/ and, behold, the multitude melted away, and 
they went on beating down one another./ Then said 
Saul unto the people that were with him, “Number now, 
and see who is gone from us.’’/ And when they had 
numbered, behold, Jonathan and his armourbearer were 
not there. 


to anoint thee to be king over His people, over 

Israel:/ now therefore hearken thou unto the 
voice of the words of the Lorp./ Thus saith the Lorp of 
hosts, ‘I remember that which Amalek did to Israel, how 
he laid wait for him in the way, when he came up from 
Egypt./ Now go and smite Amalek, and utterly destroy 
all that they have, and spare them not;/ but slay both 
man and woman, infant and suckling, ox and sheep, 
camel and ass.’’’/ 

And Saul gathered the people together, and numbered 
them in Telaim, two hundred thousand footmen, and ten 
thousand men of Judah./ And Saul came to a city of 
Amalek, and laid wait in the valley./ 

And Saul said unto the Kenites, “Go, depart, get you 
down from among the Amalekites, lest I destroy you with 
them:/ for ye shewed kindness to all the children of 
Israel, when they came up out of Egypt.’’/ So the Kenites 
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departed from among the Amalekites./ And Saul smote I 61 

the Amalekites from Havilah until thou comest to Shur, Saul 

that is over against Egypt./ And he took Agag the king of and the 
the Amalekites alive, and utterly destroyed all the people Amaletites 
with the edge of the sword./ But Saul and the people 

spared Agag, and the best of the sheep, and of the oxen, / 

and of the fatlings, and the lambs, and all that was good, 

and would not utterly destroy them:/ but every thing 

that was vile and refuse, that they destroyed utterly. / 

Then came the word of the Lorp unto Samuel, saying,/ 

“It repenteth Me that I have set up Saul to be king:/ 
for he is turned back from following Me, and hath not 
performed My commandments.”’/ And it grieved Samuel; 
and he cried unto the Lorp all night./ And when Samuel 
rose early to meet Saul in the morning, it was told Samuel, 
saying,/ “Saul came to Carmel, and, behold, he set him 
up a place, and is gone about, and passed on, and gone 
down to Gilgal.’’/ And Samuel came to Saul:/ and Saul 
said unto him, “Blessed be thou of the Lorn: I have per- 
formed the commandment of the Lorp.”/ And Samuel 
said, ““What meaneth then this bleating of the sheep in 
mine ears, and the lowing of the oxen which I hear?’’/ 
And Saul said, ““They have brought them from the 
Amalekites:/ for the people spared the best of the sheep 
and of the oxen, to sacrifice unto the Lorp thy God;/ 
and the rest we have utterly destroyed.”’/ 

Then Samuel said unto Saul, “Stay, and I will tell thee 
what the Lorp hath said to me this night.”/ And he said 
unto him, “Say on.’?/ And Samuel said, “When thou 
wast little in thine own sight, wast thou not made the 
head of the tribes of Israel,/ and the Lorp anointed thee 
king over Israel?/ And the Lorp sent thee on a journey, 
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and said, ‘Go and utterly destroy the sinners the Amale- 
kites, and fight against them until they be consumed. ’/ 
Wherefore then didst thou not obey the voice of the 
Lorp, but didst fly upon the spoil, and didst evil in the 
sight of the Lorp?’’/ 

And Saul said unto Samuel, ‘‘ Yea, I have obeyed the 
voice of the Lorp,/ and have gone the way which the 
Lorp sent me,/ and have brought Agag the king of 
Amalek, and have utterly destroyed the Amalekites./ 
But the people took of the spoil, sheep and oxen,/ the 
chief of the things which should have been utterly de-_ 
stroyed, to sacrifice unto the Lorp thy God in Gilgal.’’/ And 
Samuel said, “Hath the Lorp as great delight in burnt 
offerings and sacrifices, as in obeying the voice of the 


_Lorp?/ Behold, to obey is better than sacrifice, and to 


hearken than the fat of rams./ For rebellion is as the sin of 
witchcraft, and stubbornness is as iniquity and idolatry./ 
Because thou hast rejected the word of the Lorp, He 
hath also rejected thee from being king.” 


ND the Lorp said unto Samuel, ““How long wilt 
thou mourn for Saul, seeing I have rejected him 
from reigning over Israel?/ fill thine horn with oil, 

and go, I will send thee to Jesse, the Beth-lehemite:/ for I 
have provided Me a king among his sons.’’/ And Samuel 
said, “How can I go? if Saul hear it, he will kill me.”’/ 
And the Lorp said, ‘‘Take an heifer with thee, and say, 
“I am come to sacrifice to the Lorp.’/ And call -Jesse to 
the sacrifice, and I will shew thee what thou shalt do:/ 
and thou shalt anoint unto Me him whom I name unto 
thee.’’/ And Samuel did that which the Lorp spake, and 
came to Beth-lehem./ And the elders of the town trembled 
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at his coming, and said, “Comest thou peaceably?’’/ I 62 
And he said, ‘‘ Peaceably:/ I am come to sacrifice unto the Babid 
Lorp:/ sanctify yourselves, and come with me to the Anointed 
sacrifice.”’/ And he sanctified Jesse and his sons, and King 

called them to the sacrifice. / 

And it came to pass, when they were come, that he 
looked on Eliab, and said,/ “Surely the Lorp’s anointed 
is before Him.” / But the Lorp said unto Samuel, “ Look 
not on his countenance, or on the height of his stature; 
because I have refused him:/ for the Lorp seeth not as 
man seeth;/ for man looketh on the outward appearance, 
but the Lorp looketh on the heart.’’/ Then Jesse called 
Abinadab, and made him pass before Samuel./ And he 
said, “‘Neither hath the Lorp chosen this.’’/ Then Jesse 
made Shammah to pass by./ And he said, “Neither hath 
the Lorp chosen this.”’/ Again, Jesse made seven of his 
-sons to pass before Samuel./ And Samuel said unto 
_ Jesse, ‘The Lorp hath not chosen these.’’/ 

And Samuel said unto Jesse, “Are here all thy chil- 
dren?”’/ And he said, ““There remaineth yet the youngest, 
and, behold, he keepeth the sheep.”?/ And Samuel said 
unto Jesse, “Send and fetch him: for we will not sit 
down till he come hither.”’/ And he sent, and brought him 
in. / Now he was ruddy, and withal of a beautiful counte- 
nance, and goodly to look to./ And the Lorp said, “Arise, 
anoint him: for this is he.”’/ 

Then Samuel took the horn of oil, and anointed him in 
the midst of his brethren:/ and the Spirit of the Lorp 
came upon David from that day forward./ So Samuel 
rose up, and went to Ramah. 
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an evil spirit from the Lorp troubled him./ And 
Saul’s servants said unto him, “Behold now, an 


Lf UT the Spirit of the Lorp departed from Saul,/ and 


Spirit evil spirit from God troubleth thee./ Let our lord now com- 
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mand thy servants, which are before thee, to seek out a 
man, who is a cunning player on an harp:/ and it shall come 
to pass, when the evil spirit from God is upon thee, that he 
shall play with his hand, and thou shalt be well.”’/ And Saul 
said unto his servants, “Provide me now a man that can 
play well, and bring him to me.”’/ Then answered one of the 
servants, and said, / “‘ Behold, I have seen a son of Jesse the 
Beth-lehemite, that is cunning in playing,/ and a mighty 
valiant man, and a man of war,/ and prudent in matters, 
and a comely person,/ and the Lorp is with him.’’/ 

Wherefore Saul sent messengers unto Jesse, and said, 
“Send me David thy son, which is with the sheep.”’/ And 
Jesse took an ass laden with bread, and a bottle of wine, 
and a kid,/ and sent them by David his son unto Saul./ 
And David came to Saul, and stood before him:/ and he 
loved him greatly; and he became his armourbearer./ 
And Saul sent to Jesse, saying, “Let David, I pray thee, 
stand before me; for he hath found favour in my sight.”’/ 
And it came to pass, when the evil spirit from God was 
upon Saul, that David took an harp, and played with his 
hand:/ so Saul was refreshed, and was well,/ and the evil 
spirit departed from him. 


sheep with a keeper, and took, and went, as Jesse 

had commanded him;/ and he came to the trench, 

as the host was going forth to the fight, and shouted for 

the battle./ For Israel and the Philistines had put the 
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battle in array, army against army./ And David left his I 64 
carriage in the hand of the keeper of the carriage, and Wabvid and 
ran into the army, and came and saluted his brethren./ ®oltath 
And as he talked with them, behold, there came up the 
champion, the Philistine of Gath, Goliath by name, out 
of the armies of the Philistines, and spake according to

And David said to Saul, “Let no man’s heart fail 
because of him;/ thy servant will go and fight with this 
Philistine.”*/ And Saul said to David, “Thou art not 
able to go against this Philistine to fight with him:/ for 
thou art but a youth, and he a man of war from his 
youth.”’/ And David said unto Saul, “Thy servant kept 
his father’s sheep,/ and there came a lion, and a bear, 
and tookalamb out of the flock./ And I went out after him, 
and smote him, and delivered it out of his mouth:/ and 
when he arose against me, I caught him by his beard, and 
smote him, and slew him./ Thy servant slew both the lion

I 64 and the bear:/ and this uncircumcised Philistine shall be 
Bavid and as one of them, seeing he hath defied the armies of the © 
Goliath living God.”/ David said moreover, ““The Lorp that — 
delivered me out of the paw of the lion, and out of the paw 
of the bear, He will deliver me out of the hand of this 
Philistine.”’/ And Saul said unto David, “Go, and the 
Lorp be with thee.’’/ 

And Saul armed David with his armour, and he put a 
helmet of brass upon his head;/ also he armed him with 
a coat of mail./ And David girded his sword upon his 
armour, and he assayed to go; for he had not proved it./ 
And David said unto Saul, ““I cannot go with these; for 
I have not proved them.”’/ And David put them off him./ 
And he took his staff in his hand, and chose him five

istine said to David, ‘Come to me, and I will give thy 
flesh unto the fowls of the air, and to the beasts of the 
field.” / 

Then said David to the Philistine, “‘Thou comest to me 
with a sword, and with a spear, and with a shield:/ but I 
come to thee in the name of the Lorn of hosts, the God of 
the armies of Israel, whom thou hast defied./ This day 
will the Lorp deliver thee into mine hand;/ and I will 
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smite thee, and take thine head from thee;/ and I will I 64 
give the carcasses of the host of the Philistines this day David and 
unto the fowls of the air, and to the wild beasts of the @®oliath 
earth;/ that all the earth may know that there is a God 
in Israel./ And all this assembly shall know that the Lorp 
saveth not with sword and spear:/ for the battle is the 
Lorp’s, and He will give you into our hands.’’/ 

And it came to pass, when the Philistine arose, and 
came and drew nigh to meet David,/ that David hasted, 
and ran toward the army to meet the Philistine./ And 
David put his hand in his bag, and took thence a stone, 
and slang it, and smote the Philistine in his forehead, that

And the men of Israel and of Judah arose, and shouted, / 
and pursued the Philistines, until thou come to the valley, 
and to the gates of Ekron./ And the wounded of the 
Philistines fell down by the way to Shaaraim, even unto | 
Gath, and unto Ekron./ And the children of Israel re- 
turned from chasing after the Philistines, and they spoiled 
their tents./ And David took the head of the Philistine, 
and brought it to Jerusalem; but he put his armour in his 


tent. 
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speaking unto Saul, that the soul of Jonathan was 

knit with the soul of David,/ and Jonathan loved 
him as his own soul./ And Saul took him that day, and 
would let him go no more home to his father’s house./ 
Then Jonathan and David made a covenant, because he 
loved him as his own soul./ And Jonathan stripped him- 
self of the robe that was upon him, and gave it to David,/ 
and his garments, even to his sword, and to his bow, and 
to. his eirdles/* 

And Saul spake to Jonathan his son, and to all his 
servants, that they should kill David./ But Jonathan 
Saul’s son delighted much in David:/ and Jonathan told 
David, saying, “Saul my father seeketh to kill thee:/ 
now therefore, I pray thee, take heed to thyself until 
the morning, and abide in a secret place, and hide thy- 
self:/ and I will go out and stand beside my father 


aoe it came to pass, when he had made an end of 


' in the field where thou art, and I will commune with 


my father of thee;/ and what I see, that I will tell 
thee. ”’/ 

And Jonathan spake good of David unto Saul his father, 
and said unto him,/ “Let not the king sin against his 
servant, against David;/ because he hath not sinned 
against thee, and because his works have been to thee- 
ward very good:/ for he did put his life in his hand, and 
slew the Philistine,/ and the Lorp wrought a great salva- 
tion for all Israel:/ thou sawest it, and didst rejoice:/ 
wherefore then wilt thou sin against innocent blood, to 
slay David without a cause?’’/ And Saul hearkened unto 
the voice of Jonathan:/ and Saul sware, “‘As the Lorp 
liveth, he shall not be slain.’’/ And Jonathan called 
David, and Jonathan shewed him all those things./ And 
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Jonathan brought David to Saul, and he was in his 
presence, as in times past./ 

And there was war again:/ and David went out, and 
fought with the Philistines, and slew them with a great 
slaughter;/ and they fled from him./ . . . 

And David fled from Naioth in Ramah,/ and came and 
said before Jonathan, “‘What have I done?/ what is mine 
iniquity? and what is my sin before thy father, that he 
seeketh my life?”’/ And he said unto him, ‘‘God forbid; 
thou shalt not die:/ behold, my father will do nothing 
either great or small, but that he will shew it me:/ and 
why should my father hide this thing from me? it is not 
so.”’/ And David sware moreover, and said, “‘Thy father 
certainly knoweth that I have found grace in thine eyes;/ 
and he saith, ‘Let not Jonathan know this, lest he be 
grieved:’/ but truly, as the Lorp liveth, and as thy soul 
liveth, there is but a step between me and death.”’/ Then 
said Jonathan unto David, “‘Whatsoever thy soul desireth,

And Jonathan said unto David, “Come, and let us go _ 


out into the field.”’/ And they went out both of them into 
the field./ And Jonathan said unto David, “O Lorp God 
of Israel, when I have sounded my father about to- 
morrow any time, or the third day,/ and, behold, if there 
be good toward David, and I[ then send not unto thee, and 
shew it thee; the Lorp do so and much more to Jonathan:/ 
but if it please my father to do thee evil, then I will shew

and he said, ‘Let me go, I pray thee; for our family hath 
a sacrifice in the city;/ and my brother, he hath com- 
manded me to be there:/ and now, if I have found favour 
in thine eyes, let me get away, I pray thee, and see my 
_brethren.’/ Therefore he cometh not unto the king’s 
table.”’/ 

Then Saul’s anger was kindled against Jonathan, and 
he said unto him,/ “Thou son of the perverse rebellious 
woman, do not I know that thou hast chosen the son of 
Jesse to thine own confusion,/ and unto the confusion of 
thy mother’s nakedness?/ For as long as the son of Jesse 
liveth upon the ground, thou shalt not be established. 
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165 nor thy kingdom./ Wherefore now send and fetch him 
Wavid and unto me, for he shall surely die.”’/ And Jonathan answered 
Jonathan Saul his father, and said unto him, “‘ Wherefore shall he be 
slain? what hath he done?’’/ And Saul cast a javelin at 
him to smite him:/ whereby Jonathan knew that it was 
determined of his father to slay David./ So Jonathan 
arose from the table in fierce anger, and did eat no meat 
the second day of the month:/ for he was grieved for David, 
because his father had done him shame./ 

And it came to pass in the morning, that Jonathan 
went out into the field at the time appointed with David, 
and a little lad with him./ And he said unto his lad, 
“Run, find out now the arrows which I shoot.”/ And 
as the lad ran, he shot an arrow beyond him./ And when 
the lad was come to the place of the arrow which Jona- 
than had shot,/ Jonathan cried after the lad, and said, 
“Ts not the arrow beyond thee?”’/ And Jonathan cried 
after the lad, “Make speed, haste, stay not.’’/ And 
Jonathan’s lad gathered up the arrows, and came to his 
master./ But the lad knew not any thing:/ only Jona- 
than and David knew the matter./ And Jonathan gave 
his artillery unto his lad, and said unto him, “Go, carry 
them to the city.”’/ 

And as soon as the lad was gone, David arose out of a 
place toward the south, and fell on his face to the ground, 
and bowed himself three times:/ and they kissed one 
another, and wept one with another, until David exceeded. / 
And Jonathan said to David, “Go in peace, forasmuch as 
we have sworn both of us in the name of the Lorp, saying, 
‘The Lorp be between me and thee, and between my seed 
and thy seed for ever.’”’/ And he arose and departed:/ and 
Jonathan went into the city./ ... 
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And Jonathan Saul’s son arose, and went to David into I 65 

the wood, and strengthened his hand in God./ And he Dabid and 
said unto him, “Fear not:/ for the hand of Saul my father Jonathan 
shall not find thee;/ and thou shalt be king over Israel, 

and I shall be next unto thee;/ and that also Saul my 

father knoweth.”’/ And they two made a covenant before 

the Lorp:/ and David abode in the wood, and Jonathan 

went to his house. 


HEN said Saul unto his servants, “Seek me a wo- I 66 
C man that hath a familiar spirit, that I may go to Saul and 
her, and enquire of her.’’/ And his servants said to the Witch 

him, “Behold, there is a woman that hath a familiar of Gndor 
spirit at En-dor.’’/ 
~ And Saul disguised himself, and put on other raiment, 
and he went, and two men with him, and they came to the 
woman by night:/ and he said, “I pray thee, divine unto 
me by the familiar spirit,/ and bring me him up, whom I 
shall name unto thee.’’/ And the woman said unto him, 
“Behold, thou knowest what Saul hath done,/ how he 
hath cut off those that have familiar spirits, and the 
wizards, out of the land:/ wherefore then layest thou a 
snare for my life, to cause me to die?”’?/ And Saul sware 
to her by the Lorp, saying, “As the Lorp liveth, there 
shall no punishment happen to thee for this thing.”’/ 

Then said the woman, ‘‘Whom shall I bring up unto 
thee?”’/ And he said, ‘“‘ Bring me up Samuel.”’/ And when 
the woman saw Samuel, she cried with a loud voice: and 
the woman spake to Saul, saying, ““Why hast thou de- 
ceived me? for thou art Saul.’’/ And the king said unto 
her, ‘““Be not afraid: for what sawest thou?”/ And the 
woman said unto Saul, “I saw gods ascending out of the 
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earth.”’/ And he said unto her, “What form is he of?”’/ 
And she said, ‘‘An old man cometh up; and he is covered 
with a mantle.”’/ And Saul perceived that it was Samuel, 
and he stooped with his face to the ground, and bowed

And Samuel said to Saul, ‘““Why hast thou disquieted 
me, to bring me up?’’/ And Saul answered, “I am sore 
distressed; for the Philistines make war against me,/ and 
God is departed from me, and answereth me no more, 
neither by prophets, nor by dreams:/ therefore I have 
called thee, that thou mayest make known unto me what

day./ Moreover the Lorp will also deliver Israel with thee 
into the hand of the Philistines:/ and to-morrow shalt 
thou and thy sons be with me: the Lorp also shall deliver 
the host of Israel into the hand of the Philistines. ’’/ 

Then Saul fell straightway all along on the earth, and 
was sore afraid, because of the words of Samuel:/ and 
there was no strength in him; for he had eaten no bread 
all the day, nor all the night./ 

And the woman came unto Saul, and saw that he was 
sore troubled, and said unto him,/ “Behold, thine hand- 
maid hath obeyed thy voice, and I have put my life in my 
hand, and have hearkened unto thy words which thou 
spakest unto me./ Now therefore, I pray thee, hearken 
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thou also unto the voice of thine handmaid, and let me 
set a morsel of bread before thee;/ and eat, that thou 
mayest have strength, when thou goest on thy way.”/ 
But he refused, and said, “I will not eat.’’/ But his serv- 
ants, together with the woman, compelled him; and he 
hearkened unto their voice./ So he arose from the earth, 
and sat upon the bed./ And the woman had a fat calf in 
the house;/ and she hasted, and killed it, and took flour, 
and kneaded it, and did bake unleavened bread thereof:/ 
and she brought it before Saul, and before his servants; 
and they did eat./ Then they rose up, and went away that 
night. 


Hebron, and spake, saying,/ “Behold, we are thy

gutter, and smiteth the Jebusites, and the lame and the 
blind, that are hated of David’s soul, he shall be chief and 
captain.”/ Wherefore they said, “The blind and the 
lame shall not come into the house.’’/ So David dwelt in 
the fort, and called it the city of David./ And David 
built round about from Millo and inward./ And David 
went on, and grew great, and the Lorp God of hosts was 
with him./ 

And Hiram king of Tyre sent messengers to David, and 
cedar trees, and carpenters, and masons:/ and they built 
David an house./ And David perceived that the Lorp 
had established him king over Israel,/ and that He had 
exalted his kingdom for His people Israel’s sake. 


and the Lorp had given him rest round about from 

all his enemies;/ that the king said unte Nathan

was with thee whithersoever thou wentest, and have cut 
off all thine enemies out of thy sight,/ and have made 
thee a great name, like unto the name of the great men 
that are in the earth./ Moreover I will appoint a place for 
_ My people Israel,/ and will plant them, that they may 
dwell in a place of their own, and move no more;/ neither 
shall the children of wickedness afflict them any more, as 
beforetime,/ and as since the time that I commanded 
judges to be over My people Israel, and have caused thee - 
to rest from all thine enemies.’’/ Also the Lorp telleth thee 
that He will make thee an house./

According to all these words, and according to all this 
vision, so did Nathan speak unto David. 
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ND the Lorp sent Nathan unto David. And he came 
a | unto him, and said unto him, “‘ There were two men 
in one city; the one rich, and the other poor./ The 
rich man had exceeding many flocks and herds:/ but the 
poor man had nothing, save one little ewe lamb, which 
he had bought and nourished up:/ and it grew up together

another day: but this day thou shalt bear no tidings, 
because the king’s son is dead.’’/ Then said Joab to Cushi, 
“*Go tell the king what thou hast seen.’’/ And Cushi bowed

And he came apace, and drew near./ And the watchman saw 
another man running:/ and the watchman called unto the 
porter, and said, ‘Behold another man running alone.’’/ 
And the king said, “‘He also bringeth tidings.”’/ And the 
watchman said, “‘Methinketh the running of the foremost 
is like the running of Ahimaaz the son of Zadok.”’/ And 
the king said, “‘He is a good man, and cometh with good 
tidings. ”’/ 

And Ahimaaz called, and said unto the king, “All is 
well.’’/ And he fell down to the earth upon his face before 
the king,/ and said, “ Blessed be the Lorp thy God, which 
hath delivered up the men that lifted up their hand 
against my lord the king.’’/ And the king said, “Is the 
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young man Absalom safe?’’/ And Ahimaaz answered, I 70

Lorp spake unto David my father, saying,/ “Thy son, 
whom [ will set upon thy throne in thy room, he shall 
build an house unto My name.’/ Now therefore command 
thou that they hew me cedar trees out of Lebanon; and 
my servants shall be with thy servants:/ and unto thee 
will I give hire for thy servants according to all that 
thou shalt appoint:/ for thou knowest that there is not 
among us any that can skill to hew timber like unto the 
Sidonians.’”’/ 
And it came to pass, when Hiram heard the words of 
Solomon, that he rejoiced greatly, and said, “Blessed be 
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the Lorp this day, which hath given unto David a wise 
son over this great people.”’/ And Hiram sent to Solomon, 
saying, “‘I have considered the things which thou sentest 
to me for: and J will do all thy desire concerning timber 
of cedar, and concerning timber of fir./ My servants shall 
bring them down from Lebanon unto the sea;/ and I will 
convey them by sea in floats unto the place that thou 
shalt appoint me, and will cause them to be discharged 
there, and thou shalt receive them:/ and thou shalt accom- 
plish my desire, in giving food for my household.”’/ 

So Hiram gave Solomon cedar trees and fir trees accord- 
ing to all his desire./ And Solomon gave.Hiram twenty 
thousand measures of wheat for food to his household, 
and twenty measures of pure oil;/ thus gave Solomon to 
Hiram year by year./ 

And the Lorp gave Solomon wisdom, as He promised 
him:/ and there was peace between Hiram and Solomon; 
and they two made a league together. 


Solomon concerning the name of the Lorp, she 

came to prove him with hard questions./ And she 
came to Jerusalem with a very great train, with camels 
that bare spices, and very much gold, and precious 
stones:/ and when she was come to Solomon, she com- 
muned with him of all that was in her heart./ And Solo- 
mon told her all her questions: there was not any thing 
hid from the king, which he told her not./ 

And when the queen of Sheba had seen all Solomon’s wis- 
dom, and the house that he had built,/ and the meat of his 
table, and the sitting of his servants, and the attendance of

there was no more spirit in her./ And she said to the king, Solomon

fore made He thee king, to do judgment and justice.’’/

as these which the queen of Sheba gave to king Solomon./ 
And the navy also of Hiram, that brought gold from 
Ophir, brought in from Ophir great plenty of almug trees, 
and precious stones./ And the king made of the almug 
trees pillars for the house of the Lorp, and for the king’s 
house, harps also and psalteries for singers:/ there came no 
such almug trees, nor were seen unto this day./ 

And king Solomon gave unto the queen of Sheba all 
her desire, whatsoever she asked, beside that which 
Solomon gave her of his royal bounty./ So she turned and 
went to her own country, she and her servants.

And Rehoboam went to Shechem: for all Israel were of the 
come to Shechem to make him king./ And it came to pass, Kingdom 
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when Jeroboam the son of Nebat, who was yet in Egypt, 
heard of it/ (for he was fled from the presence of king 
Solomon, and Jeroboam dwelt in Egypt),/ that they sent 
and called him./ And Jeroboam and all the congregation 
of Israel came, and spake unto Rehoboam, saying,/ 
“Thy father made our yoke grievous: now therefore 
make thou the grievous service of thy father, and his 
heavy yoke which he put upon us, lighter, and we will 
serve thee.”’/ And he said unto them, “Depart yet for 
three days, then come again to me.”’/ And the people 
departed./ 

And king Rehoboam consulted with the old men, that 
stood before Solomon his father while he yet lived, and 
said, “How do ye advise that I may answer this people?’’/ 
And they spake unto him, saying, “If thou wilt be a serv- 
ant unto this people this day, and wilt serve them, and 
answer them, and speak good words to them, then they 
will be thy servants for ever.’’/ But he forsook the 
counsel of the old men, which they had given him,/ and 
consulted with the young men that were grown up with 
him, and which stood before him./ And he said unto them, 
““What counsel give ye that we may answer this people,

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Judah began Ahab the son of Omri to reign over

Lorp above all that were before him./ And it came to 


pass, as if it had been a light thing for him to walk in the 
sins of Jeroboam the son of Nebat, that he took to wife | 
Jezebel the daughter of Ethbaal king of the Zidonians, 
and went and served Baal, and worshipped him./ And he 
reared up an altar for Baal in the house of Baal, which ~ 
he had built in Samaria./ And Ahab made a grove; and © 
Ahab did more to provoke the Lorp God of Israel to anger 
than all the kings of Israel that were before him. / 

In his days did Hiel the Beth-elite build Jericho:/ he 
laid the foundation thereof in Abiram his firstborn, and | 
set up the gates thereof in his youngest son Segub, / accord- 
ing to the word of the Lorp, which He spake by Joshua 
the son of Nun./ 

And Elijah the Tishbite, who was of the inhabitants of 
Gilead, said unto Ahab,/ “‘“As the Lorp God of Israel 
liveth, before whom I stand, there shall not be dew nor 
rain these years, but according to my word.’’/ And the 
word of the Lorp came unto him, saying, “Get thee hence, 
and turn thee eastward, and hide thyself by the brook 
Cherith, that is before Jordan./ And it shall be, that thou 
shalt drink of the brook; and I have commanded the 
ravens to feed thee there. ’’/ 

So he went and did according unto the word of the Lorp: 
for he went and dwelt by the brook Cherith, that is before 
Jordan./ And the ravens brought him bread and flesh in | 
the morning, and bread and flesh in the evening; and he © 
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drank of the brook./ And it came to pass after a while, 
that the brook dried up, because there had been no rain 
in the land.

And it came to pass after these things, that the son of 
the woman, the mistress of the house, fell sick; and his 
sickness was so sore, that there was no breath left in him./ 
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And she said unto Elijah, ‘What have I to do with thee, 
O thou man of God? art thou come unto me to call my sin 
to remembrance, and to slay my son?”/ And he said unto 
her, ‘“‘Give me thy son.’’/ And he took him out of her

people answered him not a word./ Then said Elijah unto 
the people, “I, even I only, remain a prophet of the Lorp; 
but Baal’s prophets are four hundred and fifty men./ Let 
them therefore give us two bullocks; and let them choose 
one bullock for themselves, and cut it in pieces, and lay 
it on wood, and put no fire under:/ and I will dress the

are escaped out of the hand of the kings of Assyria./ And 
be not ye like your fathers, and like your brethren, which 
trespassed against the Lorp God of their fathers,/ who 
therefore gave them up to desolation, as ye see./ Now be ye 
not stiffnecked, as your fathérs were, but yield yourselves

Zebulun humbled themselves, and came to Jerusalem. / 
Also in Judah the hand of God was to give them one heart 
to do the commandment of the king and of the princes, 
by the word of the Lorp./ 

And there assembled at Jerusalem much people to keep 
the feast of unleavened bread in the second month, a very 
great congregation./ . . . And all the congregation of 
Judah, with the priests and the Levites, and all the con- 
gregation that came out of Israel, and the strangers that 
came out of the land of Israel, and that dwelt in Judah, 
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rejoiced./ So there was great joy in Jerusalem:/ for since 
the time of Solomon the son of David king of Israel there 
was not the like in Jerusalem. / 

Then the priests the Levites arose and blessed the 
people:/ and their voice was heard, and their prayer came 
up to His holy dwellingplace, even unto heaven. 


FTER this did Sennacherib king of Assyria send his 
servants to Jerusalem (but he himself laid siege 
against Lachish, and all his power with him), unto 

Hezekiah king of Judah, and unto all Judah that were 
at Jerusalem, saying,/ “Thus saith Sennacherib king of 


_ Assyria, “‘Whereon do ye trust, that ye abide in the siege 


in Jerusalem?/ Doth not Hezekiah persuade you to give 
over yourselves to die by famine and by thirst, saying, 
“The Lorp our God shall deliver us out of the hand of the 
king of Assyria?’’/ Hath not the same Hezekiah taken 
away His high places and His altars, and commanded 
Judah and Jerusalem, saying, “Ye shall worship before 
one altar, and burn incense upon it?’’/ Know ye not what 
I and my fathers have done unto all the people of other 
lands?/ Were the gods of the nations of those lands any 
ways able to deliver their lands out of mine hand?/ Who 
was there among all the gods of those nations that my 
fathers utterly destroyed, that could deliver his people out 
of mine hand, that your God should be able to deliver 
you out of mine hand?/ Now therefore let not Hezekiah 
deceive you, nor persuade you on this manner, neither 
yet believe him:/ for no god of any nation or kingdom was - 
able to deliver his people out of mine hand, and out of the 
hand of my fathers./ How much less shall your God 
deliver you out of mine hand?’”’/ 
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And his servants spake yet more against the Lorp God, I 92 
and against His servant Hezekiah./ He wrote also letters Hesekiah 
to rail on the Lorp God of Israel, and to speak against and Sen= 
Him, saying,/ “As the gods of the nations of other lands nacherib 


have not delivered their people out of mine hand, so shall 
not the God of Hezekiah deliver His people out of mine 
hand.”’/ Then they cried with a loud voice, in the Jews’ 
speech, unto the people of Jerusalem that were on the 
wall, to affright them, and to trouble them;/ that they 
might take the city./ And they spake against the God of 
Jerusalem, as against the gods of the people of the earth, 
which were the work of the hands of man./ 

And for this cause Hezekiah the king, and the prophet 
Isaiah the son of Amoz, prayed and cried to heaven./ 
And the Lorp sent an angel, which cut off all the mighty 
men of valour, and the leaders and captains in the camp 
of the king of Assyria./ So he returned with shame of 
face to his own land./ And when he was come into the 
house of his god, they that came forth of his own bowels 
slew him there with the sword. / 

Thus the Lorp saved Hezekiah and the inhabitants of 
Jerusalem from the hand of Sennacherib the king of 
Assyria, / and from the hand of all other, and guided them 
on every side. 


and he reigned in Jerusalem one and thirty years. / 
And he did that which was right in the sight of the 
Lorp, and walked in the ways of David his father, and 
declined neither to the right hand, nor to the left./ 
For in the eighth year of his reign, while he was yet 
young, he began to seek after the God of David his father:/ 
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and in the twelfth year he began to purge Judah and 
Jerusalem from the high places, and the groves, and the 
carved images, and the molten images./ .. . 

And when they brought out the money that was brought 
into the house of the Lorp, Hilkiah the priest found a 
book of the law of the Lorp given by Moses./ And 
Hilkiah answered and said to Shaphan the scribe, “I have 
found the book of the law in the house of the Lorp.’’/ 
And Hilkiah delivered the book to Shaphan./ And Shap- 
han carried the book to the king, and brought the king 
word back again, saying, “All that was committed to thy 
servants, they do it./ And they have gathered together 
the money that was found in the house of the Lorp, and 
have delivered it into the hand of the overseers, and to 
the hand of the workmen.’’/ Then Shaphan the scribe 
told the king, saying, “Hilkiah the priest hath given me 
a book.”’/ And Shaphan read it before the king. / 

And it came to pass, when the king had heard the words 
of the law, that he rent his clothes./ And the king com- 
manded Hilkiah, . . . saying,/ ““Go, enquire of the Lorp 
for me, and for them that are left in Israel and in Judah, 
concerning the words of the book that is found:/ for great 
is the wrath of the Lorp that is poured out upon us, 
because our fathers have not kept the word of the Lorp, to 
do after all that is written in this book.”/ And Hilkiah, 
and they that the king had appointed, went to Huldah 
the prophetess, the wife of Shallum the son of Tikvath, 
the son of Hasrah, keeper of the wardrobe/ (now she 
dwelt in Jerusalem in the college); and they spake to her 
to that effect./ .. . 

Then the king sent and gathered together all the elders 
of Judah and Jerusalem./ And the king went up into 
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the house of the Lorn, and all the men of Judah, and 
the inhabitants of Jerusalem, and the priests, and the 
Levites, and all the people, great and small:/ and he 
read in their ears all the words of the book of the covenant 
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that was found in the house of the Lorp./ And the king of the Law 


stood in his place, and made a covenant before the Lorn, 
to walk after the Lorp, and to keep His commandments, 
and His testimonies, and His statutes, / with all his heart, 
and with all his soul, to perform the words of the covenant 
which are written in this book./ And he caused all that 
were present in Jerusalem and Benjamin to stand to it./ 
And the inhabitants of Jerusalem did according to the 
covenant of God, the God of their fathers. / 

And Josiah took away all the abominations out of all 
the countries that pertained to the children of Israel,/ and 
made all that were present in Israel to serve, even to serve 
the Lorp their God./ And all his days they departed not 
from following the Lorp, the God of their fathers. 


OW this is the copy of the letter that the king 
VQ Artaxerxes gave unto Ezra the priest, the scribe, 
even a scribe of the words of the commandments 

of the Lorp, and of his statutes to Israel./ 

‘‘ Artaxerxes, king of kings, unto Ezra the priest, a 
scribe of the law of the God of heaven, perfect peace, and 
at such a time. / 

“T make a decree, that all they of the people of Israel, 
and of his priests and Levites, in my realm, which are 
minded of their own freewill to go up to Jerusalem, go 
with thee./ Forasmuch as thou art sent of the king, and 
of his seven counsellors, to enquire concerning Judah and 
Jerusalem, according to the law of thy God which is in 
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thine hand;/ and to carry the silver and gold, which the 
king and his counsellors have freely offered unto the God 
of Israel, whose habitation is in Jerusalem,/ and all the 
silver and gold that thou canst find in all the province of 
Babylon, with the freewill offering of the people, and of 
the priests, offering willingly for the house of their God 
which is in Jerusalem:/ that thou mayest buy speedily 
with this money bullocks, rams, lambs, with their meat 
offerings and their drink offerings,/ and offer them upon 
the altar of the house of your God which is in Jerusalem. / 

“And whatsoever shall seem good to thee, and to thy 
brethren, to do with the rest of the silver and the gold, 
that do after the will of your God./ The vessels also that 
are given thee for the service of the house of thy God, 
those deliver thou before the God of Jerusalem./ And 
whatsoever more shall be needful for the house of thy 
God, which thou shalt have occasion to bestow, bestow it 
out of the king’s treasure house. / 

** And I, even I Artaxerxes the king, do make a decree to 
all the treasurers which are beyond the river, that whatso- 
ever Ezra the priest, the scribe of the law of the God of - 
heaven, shall require of you, it be done speedily,/ unto a 
hundred talents of silver, and to a hundred measures of 
wheat, and to a hundred baths of wine, and to a hundred 
baths of oil, and salt without prescribing how much./ 

‘‘Whatsoever is commanded by the God of heaven, let 
it be diligently done for the house of the God of heaven:/ 
for why-should there be wrath against the realm of the - 
king and his sons?/ Also we certify you, that, touching 
any of the priests and Levites, singers, porters, Nethinim, 
or ministers of this house of God, it shall not be lawful to 
impose toll, tribute, or custom, upon them./ 
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“And thou, Ezra, after the wisdom of thy God, that is 
in thine hand, set magistrates and judges, which may 
judge all the people that are beyond the river, all such 
as know the laws of thy God; and teach ye them that 
know them not./ And whosoever will not do the law of 
thy God, and the law of the king, let judgment be executed 
speedily upon him,/ whether it be unto death, or to 
banishment, or to confiscation of goods, or to imprison- 
ment.” 


twentieth year of Artaxerxes the king, that wine 

was before him: and I took up the wine, and gave 
it unto the king./ Now I had not been beforetime sad in 
his presence. Wherefore the king said unto me, “Why 
is thy countenance sad, seeing thou art not sick? this is 
nothing else but sorrow of heart.’’/ Then I was very sore 
afraid, and said unto the king, “Let the king live for ever: 
why should not my countenance be sad, when the city, 
the place of my fathers’ sepulchres, lieth waste, and the 
gates thereof are consumed with fire?’’/ 

Then the king said unto me, “‘ For what dost thou make 
request?”’/ So I prayed to the God of heaven./ And I said 
unto the king, “If it please the king, and if thy servant 
have found favour in thy sight, that thou wouldest send 
me unto Judah, unto the city of my fathers’ sepulchres, 
that I may build it.”/ And the king said unto me (the 
queen also, sitting by him), “For how long shall thy 
journey be? and when wilt thou return?’’/ So it pleased 
the king to send me; and I set hima time./ . . . 

So I came to Jerusalem, and was there three days./ 
And I arose in the night, I and some few men with me;/ 
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neither told I any man what my God had put in my heart 
to do at Jerusalem: neither was there any beast with me, 
save the beast that I rode upon./ And I went out by night 
by the gate of the valley, even before the dragon well, 
and to the dung port, and viewed the walls of Jerusalem, 
which were broken down, and the gates thereof were con- 
sumed with fire./ Then I went on to the gate of the 
fountain, and to the king’s pool: but there was no place 
for the beast that was under me to pass./ Then went I 
up in the night by the brook, and viewed the wall, and 
turned back, and entered by the gate of the valley, and 
so returned. / 

And the rulers knew not whither I went, or what I did;/ 
neither had I as yet told it to the Jews, nor to the priests, 
nor to the nobles, nor to the rulers, nor to the rest that 
did the work. 


O built we the wall; and all the wall was joined 
& together unto the half thereof: for the people had 
a mind to work./ . . . 

And I said unto the nobles, and to the rulers, and to 
the rest of the people, “The work is great and large, and 
we are separated upon the wall, one far from another./ 
In what place therefore ye hear the sound of the trumpet, 
resort ye thither unto us: our God shall fight for us.”’/ 

So we laboured in the work: and half of them held the 
spears from the rising of the morning till the stars ap- 
peared./ Likewise at the same time said I unto the people, 
“Let every one with his servant lodge within Jerusalem, 
that in the night they may be a guard to us, and labour 
on the day.’’/ So neither I, nor my brethren, nor my 
servants, nor the men of the guard which followed me, 
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none of us put off our clothes, saving that every one put 
them off for washing./ . . . 

Now it came to pass, when Sanballat, and Tobiah, and 
Geshem the Arabian, and the rest of our enemies, heard 
that I had builded the wall, and that there was no breach 
left therein/ (though at that time I had not set up the 
doors upon the gates);/ that Sanballat and Geshem sent 
unto me, saying, “Come, let us meet together in some 
one of the villages in the plain of Ono.’’/ But they thought 
to do me mischief./ And I sent messengers unto them, 
saying, “I am doing a great work, so that I cannot come 
down: why should the work cease, whilst I leave it, and 
come down to you?’’/ Yet they sent unto me four times 
after this sort; and I answered them after the same 
manner. / 

Then sent Sanballat his servant unto me in like manner 
the fifth time with an open letter in his hand;/ wherein 
was written, “It is reported among the heathen, and 
Gashmu saith it, that thou and the Jews think to rebel:/ 
for which cause thou buildest the wall, that thou mayest 
be their king, according to these words./ And thou hast 
also appointed prophets to preach of thee at Jerusalem, 
saying, “There is a king in Judah:’/ and now shall it be 
reported to the king according to these words. Come now 
therefore, and let us take counsel together. ’’/ 

Then I sent unto him, saying, “‘There are no such 
things done as thou sayest, but thou feignest them out of 
thine own heart.”’/ For they all made us afraid, saying, 
‘Their hands shall be weakened from the work, that it be 
not done.”’/ Now therefore, O God, strengthen my hands./ 

Afterward I came unto the house of Shemaiah the son 
of Delaiah the son of Mehetabeel, who was shut up./ And 
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he said, “Let us meet together in the house of God, within 
the temple, and let us shut the doors of the temple:/ for 
they will come to slay thee; yea, in the night will they 
come to slay thee.”’/ And I said, ““Should such a man as I 
flee? and who is there, that, being as I am, would go into 
the temple to save his life? I will not go in.’”’/ And, lo, 
I perceived that God had not sent him; but that he 
pronounced this prophecy against me: for Tobiah and 
Sanballat had hired him./ Therefore was he hired, that I 
should be afraid, and do so, and sin, and that they might 
have matter for an evil report, that they might reproach 
me./ My God, think Thou upon Tobiah and Sanballat 
according to these their works, and on the prophetess 
Noadiah, and the rest of the prophets, that would have 
put me in fear./ 

So the wall was finished i in the twenty and fifth day of 
the month Elul, in fifty and two days. 


OW it came to pass in the days of Ahasuerus (this 
VN is Ahasuerus which reigned from India even unto 
Ethiopia, over an hundred and seven and twenty 
provinces),/ that in those days, when the king Ahasuerus 
sat on the throne of his kingdom, which was in Shushan 
the palace,/ in the third year of his reign, he made a feast 
unto all his princes and his servants; the power of Persia 
and Media, the nobles and princes of the provinces, being 
before him:/ when he shewed the riches of his glorious 
kingdom and the honour of his excellent majesty many 
days, even a hundred and fourscore days. / 

And when these days were expired, the king made a 
feast unto all the people that were present in Shushan the 
palace, both unto great and small, seven days, in the 
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court of the garden of the king’s palace./ . . . Also 
Vashti the queen made a feast for the women in the 
royal house which belonged to king Ahasuerus. / 

On the seventh day, when the heart of the king was 
merry with wine, he commanded . . . the seven cham- 
berlains that served in the presence of Ahasuerus the 
king,/ to bring Vashti the queen before the king with the 
crown royal, to shew the people and the princes her 
beauty: for she was fair to look on./ But the queen Vashti 
refused to come at the king’s commandment by his 
chamberlains:/ therefore was the king very wroth, and 
his anger burned in him./ 

Then the king said to the wise men, which knew the 
times, . . . “What shall we do unto the queen Vashti 
according to law, because she hath not performed the 
commandment of the king Ahasuerus by the chamber- 
lains?’’/ 

And Memucan answered before the king and the 
princes, “Vashti the queen hath not done wrong to the 
king only, but also to all the princes, and to all the people 
that are in all the provinces of the king Ahasuerus./ 
For this deed of the queen shall come abroad unto all 
women, so that they shall despise their hushands in their 
eyes, when it shall be reported,/ ‘The king Ahasuerus 
commanded Vashti the queen to be brought in before 
him, but she came not.’/ Likewise shall the ladies of Persia 
and Media say this day unto all the king’s princes, which 


have heard of the deed of the queen./ Thus shall there 
arise too much contempt and wrath./ If it please the 


king, let there go a royal commandment from him, and 
let it be written among the laws of the Persians and the 


Medes, that it be not altered, that Vashti come no more

before king Ahasuerus;/ and let the king give her royal 
estate unto another that is better than she./ And when 
the king’s decree, which he shall make, shall be published 
throughout all his empire (for it is great), all the wives 
shall give to their husbands honour, both to great and 
small.”’/ 

And the saying pleased the king and the princes; and 
the king did according to the word of Memucan:/ for he 
sent letters into all the king’s provinces, into every 
province according to the writing thereof, and to every 
people after their language,/ that every man should bear 
rule in his own house,/ and that it should be published 
according to the language of every people. 


suerus was appeased, he remembered Vashti, and 

what she had done, and what was decreed against 
her./ Then said the king’s servants that ministered unto 
him, “Let there be fair young virgins sought for the king:/ 
and Jet the king appoint officers in all the provinces of 
his kingdom, that they may gather together all the fair 
young virgins unto Shushan the palace,/ to the house of 
the women, unto the custody of Hege the king’s chamber- 
lain, keeper of the women; and let their things for purifica- 
tion be given them./ And let the maiden which pleaseth 
the king be queen instead of Vashti.”*/ And the thing 
pleased the king; and he did so./ 

Now in Shushan the palace there was a certain Jew, 
whose name was Mordecai, the son of Jair, the son of 
Shimei, the son of Kish, a Benjamite;/ who had been 
carried away from Jerusalem with the captivity which had 
been carried away with Jeconiah king of Judah, whom 
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Gee these things, when the wrath of king Aha- 


Nebuchadnezzar the king of Babylon had carried away./ I 98 
And he brought up Hadassah, that is, Esther, his uncle’s Esther 
daughter:/ for she had neither father nor mother, and the Becomes 
maid was fair and beautiful;/ whom Mordecai, when her Queen 
father and mother were dead, took for his own daughter. / 

So it came to pass, when the king’s commandment and 
his decree was heard, and when many maidens were 
gathered together unto Shushan the palace, to the custody 
of Hegai,/ that Esther was brought also unto the king’s 
_ house, to the custody of Hegai, keeper of the women./ 
And the maiden pleased him, and she obtained kindness 
of him;/ and he speedily gave her her things for purifica- 
tion, with such things as belonged to her, and seven 
maidens, which were meet to be given her, out of the king’s 
house:/ and he preferred her and her maids unto the best 
place of the house of the women./ Esther had not shewed 
her people nor her kindred: for Mordecai had charged her 
that she should not shew it./ And Mordecai walked every 
day before the court of the women’s house, to know how 
Esther did, and what should become of her./ . . . 

Now when the turn of Esther, the daughter of Abihail 
the uncle of Mordecai, who had taken her for his daughter, 
was come to go in unto the king,/ she required nothing but 
what Hegai the king’s chamberlain, the keeper of the 
women, appointed./ And Esther obtained favour in the 
sight of all them that looked upon her./ 

So Esther was taken unto king Ahasuerus into his house 
royal in the tenth month, which is the month Tebeth, in 
the seventh year of his reign./ And the king loved Esther 
above all the women, and she obtained grace and favour 
in his sight more than all the virgins;/ so that he set the 
royal crown upon her head, and made her queen instead - 
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of Vashti./ Then the king made a great feast unto all his 


‘princes and his servants, even Esther’s feast;/ and he 


made a release to the provinces, and gave gifts, according 
to the state of the king./ And when the virgins were 
gathered together the second time, then Mordecai sat in 
the king’s gate./ Esther had not yet shewed her kindred 
nor her people, as Mordecai had charged her:/ for Esther 
did the commandment of Mordecai, like as when she was 
brought up with him./ 

In those days, while Mordecai sat in the king’s gate, 
two of the king’s chamberlains, Bigthan and Teresh, of 
those which kept the door, were wroth, and sought to lay 
hand on the king Ahasuerus./ And the thing was known 
to Mordecai, who told it unto Esther the queen; and 
Esther certified the king thereof in Mordecai’s name./ 
And when inquisition was made of the matter, it was 
found out; therefore they were both hanged ona tree:/ and 
it was written in the book of the chronicles before the king. 


FTER these things did king Ahasuerus promote 
Haman the son of Hammedatha the Agagite, 
and advanced him, and set his seat above all the 

princes that were with him./ And all the king’s servants, 
that were in the king’s gate, bowed, and reverenced Ha- 
man: for the king had so commanded concerning him./ 
But Mordecai bowed not, nor did him reverence./ 

Then the king’s servants, which were in the king’s gate, 
said unto Mordecai, “‘Why transgressest thou the king’s 
commandment?’’/ Now it came to pass, when they spake 
daily unto him, and he hearkened not unto them, that 
they told Haman, to see whether Mordecai’s matters 
would stand: for he had told them that he was a Jew./ 
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And when Haman saw that Mordecai bowed not, nor did I 99 

him reverence, then was Haman full of wrath./ And he #aman 
thought scorn to lay hands on Mordecai alone; for they and 

had shewed him the people of Mordecai:/ wherefore Mordecai 
Haman sought to destroy all the Jews that were through- 

out the whole kingdom of ,Ahasuerus, even the people of 
Mordecai./ .. . 

And Haman said unto king Ahasuerus, “There is a 
certain people scattered abroad and dispersed among the 
people in all the provinces of thy kingdom;/ and their laws 
are diverse from all people; neither keep they the king’s 
laws:/ therefore it is not for the king’s profit to suffer 
them./ If it please the king, let it be written that they may 
be destroyed:/ and I will pay ten thousand talents of silver 
to the hands of those that have the charge of the business, 
to bring it into the king’s treasuries.’’/ And the king took 
his ring from his hand, and gave it unto Haman the son of 
Hammedatha the Agagite, the Jews’ enemy./ And the king 
said unto Haman, “The silver is given to thee, the people 
also, to do with them as it seemeth good to thee.”’/ 

Then were the king’s scribes called on the thirteenth 
day of the first month, and there was written according 
to all that Haman had commanded/ unto the king’s 
lieutenants, and to the governors that were over every 
province, and to the rulers of every people of every prov- 
ince according to the writing thereof, and to every people 
after their language;/ in the name of king Ahasuerus was 
it written, and sealed with the king’s ring./ And the 
Jetters were sent by posts into all the king’s provinces, to 
destroy, to kill, and to cause to perish, all Jews,/ both 
young and old, little children and women, in one day, 
even upon the thirteenth day of the twelfth month, which 
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is the month Adar, and to take the spoil of them for a 
prey./ The copy of the writing for a commandment to be 
given in every province was published unto all people, 
that they should be ready against that day./ 

The posts went out, being hastened by the king’s 
commandment, and the decree was given in Shushan the 
palace./ And the king and Haman sat down to drink; 
but the city Shushan was perplexed. 


HEN Mordecai perceived all that was done, 
Mordecai rent his clothes, and put on sackcloth 
with ashes, and went out into the midst of the 

city, and cried with a loud and a bitter cry;/ and came 
even before the king’s gate: for none might enter into the 
king’s gate clothed with sackcloth./ And in every prov- 
ince, whithersoever the king’s commandment and his de- 
cree came, there was great mourning among the Jews, 
and fasting, and weeping, and wailing;/ and many lay in 
sackcloth and ashes. / 

So Esther’s maids and her chamberlains came and told 
it her./ Then was the queen exceedingly grieved; and she 
sent raiment to clothe Mordecai, and to take away his 
sackcloth from him: but he received it not./ Then called 
Esther for Hatach, one of the king’s chamberlains, whom 
he had appointed to attend upon her, and gave him a 
commandment to Mordecai, to know what it was, and 
why it was. / 

So Hatach went forth to Mordecai unto the street of the 
city, which was before the king’s gate./ And Mordecai 
told him of all that had bappened unto him, and of the 
sum of the money that Haman had promised to pay to 
the king’s treasuries for the Jews, to destroy them./ Also 
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he gave him the copy of the writing of the decree that was I 100 
given at Shushan to destroy them,/ to shew it unto Esther, #lordecai’s 
and to declare it unto her, and to charge her that she #Mlessage 
should go in unto the king,/ to make supplication unto to the 
him, and to make request before him for her people./ Queen 

And Hatach came and told Esther the words of Mor- 
decai./ Again Esther spake unto Hatach, and gave him 
commandment unto Mordecai;/ “All the king’s servants, 
and the people of the king’s provinces, do know, that 
whosoever, whether man or woman, shall come unto the 
king into the inner court, who is not called,/ there is one 
law of his to put him to death, except such to whom the 
king shall hold out the golden sceptre, that he may live:/ 
but I have not been called to come in unto the king these 
thirty days.”’/ 

And they told to Mordecai Esther’s words./ Then 
Mordecai commanded to answer Esther, ‘‘Think not 
with thyself that thou shalt escape in the king’s house, 
more than all the Jews./ For if thou altogether holdest thy 
peace at this time, then shall there enlargement and de- 
liverance arise to the Jews from another place; but thou 
and thy father’s house shall be destroyed:/ and who 
knoweth whether thou art come to the kingdom for such a 
time as this?”’/ 

Then Esther bade them return Mordecai this answer,/ 
“Go, gather together all the Jews that are present in 
Shushan, and fast ye for me, and neither eat nor drink 
three days, night or day:/ I also and my maidens will fast 
likewise; and so will I go in unto the king, which is not 
according to the law: and if I perish, I perish.”’/ 

So Mordecai went his way, and did according to all 
that Esther had commanded him. 
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I 101 OW it came to pass on the third day, that Esther 
The put on her royal apparel, and stood in the in- 
Queen’s ner court of the king’s house, over against the 


Petition king’s house:/ and the king sat upon his royal throne 
in the royal house, over against the gate of the house./ 
And it was so, when the king saw Esther the queen 
standing in the court, that she obtained favour in his 
sight:/ and the king held out to Esther the golden 
sceptre that was in his hand./ So Esther drew near, and 
touched the top of the sceptre./ Then said the king unto 
her, “What wilt thou, queen Esther? and what is thy 
request? it shall be even given thee to the half of the 
kingdom.’’/ And Esther answered, “If it seem good unto 
the king, let the king and Haman come this day unto the 
banquet that I have prepared for him.’’/ 

Then the king said, ““Cause Haman to make haste, 
that he may do as Esther hath said.’”’/ So the king and 
Haman came to the banquet that Esther had prepared. / 
And the king said unto Esther at the banquet of wine, 
““What is thy petition? and it shall be granted thee: and 
what is thy request? even to the half of the kingdom it 
shall be performed.’’/ Then answered Esther, and said, 
**My petition and my request is:/ if I have found favour 
in the sight of the king, and if it please the king to grant 
my petition, and to perform my request,/ let the king and 
Haman come to the banquet that I shall prepare for them, 
and I will do to-morrow as the king hath said.’’/ 

Then went Haman forth that day joyful and with a 
glad heart:/ but when Haman saw Mordecai in the king’s 
gate, that he stood not up, nor moved for him, he was full 
of indignation against Mordecai./ Nevertheless Haman 
refrained himself: and when he came home, he sent and 
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called for his friends, and Zeresh his wife./ And Haman 


told them of the glory of his riches, and the multitude of 
his children, and all the things wherein the king had pro- 
moted him,/ and how he had advanced him above the 
princes and servants of the king./ Haman said moreover, 
“Yea, Esther the queen did let no man come in with the 
king unto the banquet that she had prepared but myself; 
and to-morrow am I invited unto her also with the king./ 


Yet all this availeth me nothing, so long as I see Mordecai 
the Jew sitting at the king’s gate.”’/ 


Then said Zeresh his wife and all his friends unto him, 
“Let a gallows be made of fifty cubits high, and to-morrow 
speak thou unto the king that Mordecai may be hanged 
thereon:/ then go thou in merrily with the king unto the 


_banquet.”/ And the thing pleased Haman; and he caused 


the gallows to be made. 


N that night could not the king sleep, and he 
@ commanded to bring the book of records of the 
chronicles; and they were read before the king./ 
And it was found written, that Mordecai had told of 
Bigthana and Teresh, two of the king’s: chamberlains, 
the keepers of the door, who sought to lay hand on the 
king Ahasuerus/ And the king said, ‘‘ What honour and 
dignity hath been done to Mordecai for this?’’/ Then said 
the king’s servants that ministered unto him, “There is 
nothing done for him.’’/ 

And the king said, “‘Who is in the court?”/ Now 
Haman was come into the outward court of the king’s 
house, to speak unto the king to hang Mordecai on the 
gallows that he had prepared for him./ And the king’s 
servants said unto him, ‘‘ Behold, Haman standeth in the 
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court.”/ And the king said, ‘Let him come in.”/ So 
Haman came in./ And the king said unto him, “What 
shall be done unto the man whom the king delighteth to 
honour?”’/ Now Haman thought in his heart, “To 
whom would the king delight to do honour more than to 
myself?’?/ And Haman answered the king, “For the 
man whom the king delighteth to honour, let the royal 
apparel be brought which the king useth to wear, and the 
horse that the king rideth upon, and the crown royal which 
is set upon his head./ And let this apparel and horse be 
delivered to the hand of one of the king’s most noble 
princes, that they may array the man withal whom the 
king delighteth to honour,/ and bring him on horseback 
through the street of the city, and proclaim before him, 
‘Thus shall it be done to the man whom the king delight- 
eth to honour.’’’/ : 

Then the king said to Haman, “‘Make haste, and take 
the apparel and the horse, as thou hast said, and do even 
so to Mordecai the Jew, that sitteth at, the king’s gate: 
let nothing fail of all that thou hast spoken.’’/ Then 
took Haman the apparel and the horse, and arrayed 
Mordecai, and brought him on horseback through the 
street of the city, and proclaimed before him,/ ‘‘Thus 
shall it be done unto the man whom the king delighteth 
to honour.’’/ 

And Mordecai came again to the king’s gate./ But 
Haman hasted to his house mourning, and having his 
head covered. And Haman told Zeresh his wife and all 
his friends every thing that had befallen him./ Then said 
his wise men and Zeresh his wife unto him, “If Mordecai 
be of the seed of the Jews, before whom thou hast begun 
to fall, thou shalt not prevail against him, but shalt surely 
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fall before him.” / And while they were yet talking with 
him, came the king’s chamberlains, and hasted to bring 
Haman unto the banquet that Esther had prepared. 


O the king and Haman came to banquet with 
Esther the queen./ And the king said again unto 


Esther on the second day at the banquet of wine, 
“What is thy petition, queen Esther? and it shall be 
granted thee:/ and what is thy request? and it shall be 
_ performed, even to the half of the kingdom.’’/ Then 
Esther the queen answered and said, “If I have found 
favour in thy sight, O king, and if it please the king, let 
my life be given me at my petition, and my people at my 
request :/ for we are sold, I and my people, to be destroyed, 
to be slain, and to perish./ But if we had been sold 
for bondmen and bondwomen, I had held my tongue, 
although the enemy could not countervail the king’s 
damage. ”’/ 

Then the king Ahasuerus answered and said unto 
Esther the queen, “‘Who is he, and where is he, that durst 
presume in his heart to do so?”’/_ And Esther said, “The 
adversary and enemy is this wicked Haman.”’/ Then 
Haman was afraid before the king and the queen./ 

And the king arising from the banquet of wine in his 
wrath went into the palace garden:/ and Haman stood up 
to make request for his life to Esther the queen; for he saw 
that there was evil determined against him by the king./ 
Then the king returned out of the palace garden into the 
place of the banquet of wine; and Haman was fallen upon 
the bed whereon Esther was./ Then said the king, “‘Will 
he force the queen also before me in the house?”/ As the 
word went out of the king’s mouth, they covered Haman’s 
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face./ And Harbonah, one of the chamberlains, said 
before the king, ““Behold also the gallows fifty cubits 
high, which Haman had made for Mordecai, who had 
spoken good for the king, standeth in the house of Haman.” 
Then the king said, ‘““Hang him thereon.”’/ 

So they hanged Haman on the gallows that he had pre- 
pared for Mordecai./ Then was the king’s wrath pacified. / 

On that day did the king Ahasuerus give the house of 
Haman the Jews’ enemy unto Esther the queen./ And 
Mordecai came before the king; for Esther had told what 
he was unto her./ And the king took off his ring, which 
he had taken from Haman, and gave it unto Mordecai./ 
And Esther set Mordecai over the house of Haman. 


N the third year of the reign of Jehoiakim king of 
J Judah came Nebuchadnezzar king of Babylon unto 

Jerusalem, and besieged it./ And the Lorp gave 
Jehoiakim king of Judah into his hand, with part of the 
vessels of the house of God: which he carried into the land 
of Shinar to the house of his god;/ and he brought the 
vessels into the treasure house of his god./ 

And the king spake unto Ashpenaz the master of his 
eunuchs, that he should bring certain of the children of 
Israel, and of the king’s seed, and of the princes;/ children 
in whom was no blemish, but well favoured, and skilful in 
all wisdom, and cunning in knowledge, and understanding 
science,/ and such as had ability in them to stand in the 
king’s palace, and whom they might teach the learning 
and the tongue of the Chaldeans./ And the king appointed 
them a daily provision of the king’s meat, and of the wine 
which he drank:/ so nourishing them three years, that at 
the end thereof they might stand before the king./ 
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Now among these were of the children of Judah, Daniel, I 104 
Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah:/ unto whom the prince Poung 
of the eunuchs gave names: for he gave unto Daniel the Captives 
name of Belteshazzar; and to Hananiah, of Shadrach; in Babplon 
and to Mishael, of Meshach; and to Azariah, of Abed- 
nego./ But Daniel purposed in his heart that he would not 
defile himself with the portion of the king’s meat, nor with 
the wine which he drank:/ therefore he requested of the 
prince of the eunuchs that he might not defile himself. / 

Now God had brought Daniel into favour and tender 

love with the prince of the eunuchs./ And the prince of 
the eunuchs said unto Daniel, “‘I fear my lord the king, 
who hath appointed your meat and your drink:/ for why 
should he see your faces worse liking than the children 
which are of your sort? then shall ye make me endanger 
my head to the king.”/ Then said Daniel to Melzar, 
whom the prince of the eunuchs had set over Daniel, 
Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah,/ ‘‘ Prove thy servants, 
I beseech thee, ten days; and let them give us pulse to eat, 
and water to drink./ Then let our countenances be looked 
upon before thee, and the ccuntenance of the children 
that eat of the portion of the king’s meat:/ and as thou 
seest, deal with thy servants.’’/ 

So he consented to them in this matter, and proved 
them ten days./ And at the end of ten days their counte- 
nances appeared fairer and fatter in flesh than all the 
children which did eat the portion of the king’s meat./ 

Thus Melzar took away the portion of their meat, and 
the wine that they should drink; and gave them pulse./ 

As for these four children, God gave them knowledge 
and skill in all learning and wisdom:/ and Daniel had 
understanding in all visions and dreams./ Now at the 
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end of the days that the king had said he should bring 
them in, then the prince of the eunuchs brought them in 
before Nebuchadnezzar./ And the king communed with 
them; and among them all was found none like Daniel, 
Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah:/ therefore stood they 
before the king./ And in all matters of wisdom and 
understanding, that the king inquired of them, he found 
them ten times better than all the magicians and astrol- 
ogers that were in all his realm./ And Daniel continued 
even unto the first year of king Cyrus. 


nezzar, Nebuchadnezzar dreamed dreams, / where- 

with his spirit was troubled, and his sleep brake 
from him./ Then the king commanded to call the magi- 
cians, and the astrologers, and the sorcerers, and the 
Chaldeans, for to shew the king his dreams./ So they 
came and stood before the king./ 

And the king said unto them, “I have dreamed a dream, 
and my spirit was troubled to know the dream.”/ Then 
spake the Chaldeans to the king in Syriac, “O king, live 
for ever: tell thy servants the dream, and we will shew the 
interpretation.’’/ The king answered and said to the 
Chaldeans, “The thing is gone from me:/ if ye will not 
make known unto me the dream, with the interpretation 
thereof, ye shall be cut in pieces, and your houses shall be 
made a dunghill./ But if ye shew the dream, and the 
interpretation thereof, ye shall receive of me gifts and 
rewards and great honour:/ therefore shew me the dream, 
and the interpretation thereof.”’/ 

They answered again and said, “Let the king tell his 
servants the dream, and we will shew the interpretation of 
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it.”’/ The king answered and said, “I know of certainty I 105 
that ye would gain the time, because ye see the thing is #2ebuchad= 
gone from me./ But if ye will not make known unto me _ ne33ar’s 
the dream, there is but one decree for you:/ for ye have Bream 
prepared lying and corrupt words to speak before me, 

till the time be changed:/ therefore tell me the dream, 

and I shall know that ye can shew me the interpretation 

thereof. ’’/ 

The Chaldeans answered before the king, and said, 
“There is not a man upon the earth that can shew the 
king’s matter:/ therefore there is no king, lord, nor ruler, 
that asked such things at any magician, or astrologer, or 
Chaldean./ And it is a rare thing that the king requireth, 
and there is none other that can shew it before the king, 
except the gods, whose dwelling is not with flesh.”’/ For 
this cause the king was angry and very furious, and com-_. 
manded to destroy all the wise men of Babylon./ And 
the decree went forth that the wise men should be slain; 
and they sought Daniel and his fellows to be slain. / 

Then Daniel answered with counsel and wisdom to 
Arioch the captain of the king’s guard, which was gone 
forth to slay the wise men of Babylon:/ he answered and 
said to Arioch the king’s captain, “Why is the decree so 
hasty from. the king?’’/ Then Arioch made the thing 
known to Daniel./ Then Daniel went in, and desired of 
the king that he would give him time, and that he would 
shew the king the interpretation. / 

Then Daniel went to his house, and made the thing 
known to Hananiah, Mishael, and Azariah, his com- 
panions:/ that they would desire mercies of the God of 
heaven concerning this secret; that Daniel and his fellows 
should not perish withthe rest of the wise men of Babylon./ 
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Then was the secret revealed unto Daniel in a night 
vision./ Then Daniel blessed the God of heaven./ Daniel 
answered and said, “Blessed be the name of God for ever 
and ever: for wisdom and might are His:/ and He 
changeth the times and the seasons:/ He removeth kings, 
and setteth up kings:/ He giveth wisdom unto the wise, 
and knowledge to them that know understanding:/ He 
revealeth the deep and secret things:/ He knoweth what 
is in the darkness, and the light dwelleth with Him./ 
I thank Thee, and praise Thee, O Thou God of my fathers, 
who hast given me wisdom and might, and hast made 
known unto me now what we desired of Thee:/ for Thou 
hast now made known unto us the king’s matter.”’/ 

Therefore Daniel went in unto Arioch, whom the king 
had ordained to destroy the wise men of Babylon:/ he 
went and said thus unto him; “Destroy not the wise men 
of Babylon: bring me in before the king, and I will shew 
unto the king the interpretation.”’/ Then Arioch brought 
in Daniel before the king in haste, and said thus unto 
him,/ “I have found a man of the captives of Judah, 
that will make known unto the king the interpretation.”’/ 
The king answered and said to Daniel, whose name was 
Belteshazzar,/ ‘‘Art thou able to make known unto me 
the dream which I have seen, and the interpretation 
thereof?’’/ 

Daniel answered in the presence of the king, and said, 
“The secret which the king hath demanded cannot the 
wise men, the astrologers, the magicians, the soothsayers, 
shew unto the king;/ but there is a God in heaven that 
revealeth secrets, and maketh known to the king Nebuch- 
adnezzar what shall be in the latter days./ Thy dream, 
and the visions of thy head upon thy bed, are these./ 
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As for thee, O king, thy thoughts came into thy mind I 105 
upon thy bed, what should come to pass hereafter: and He Pebuchad- 
that revealeth secrets maketh known to thee what shall ne33at’s 
come to pass./ But as for me, this secret is not revealed Bream 

to me for any wisdom that I have more than any living, / 

but for their sakes that shall make known the interpreta- 

tion to the king, and that thou mightest know the thoughts 

of thy heart. / 

“Thou, O king, sawest, and behold a great image. 

This great image, whose brightness was excellent, stood 
before thee; and the form thereof was terrible./ This 
image’s head was of fine gold, his breast and his arms of 
silver, his belly and his thighs of brass,/ his legs of iron, 
his feet part of iron and part of clay./ Thou sawest till 
that a stone was cut out without hands, which smote the 
image upon his feet that were of iron and clay, and brake 
them to pieces./ Then was the iron, the clay, the brass, 
the silver, and the gold, broken to pieces together, and 
became like the chaff of the summer threshingfloors;/ 
and the wind carried them away, that no place was found 
for them:/ and the stone that smote the image became a 
great mountain, and filled the whole earth./ 

“This is the dream; and we will tell the interpretation 
thereof before the king./ Thou, O king, art a king of 
kings: for the God of heaven hath given thee a kingdom, 
power, and strength, and glory./ And wheresoever the 
children of men dwell, the beasts of the field and the fowls 
of the heaven hath He given into thine hand, and hath 
made thee ruler over them all./ Thou art this head of 
gold./ And after thee shall arise another kingdom inferior 
to thee, and another third kingdom of brass, which shall 
bear rule over all the earth./ And the fourth kingdom 
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shall be strong as iron: forasmuch as iron breaketh in 
pieces and subdueth all things:/ and as iron that breaketh 
all these, shall it break in pieces and bruise./ 

And whereas thou sawest the feet and toes, part of 
potters’ clay, and part of iron, the kingdom shall be divid- 
ed;/ but there shall be in it of the strength of the iron, 
forasmuch as thou sawest the iron mixed with miry clay./ 
And as the toes of the feet were part of iron, and part of 
clay, so the kingdom shall be partly strong, and partly 
broken./ And whereas thou sawest iron mixed with miry 
clay, they shall mingle themselves with the seed of men:/ 
but they shall not cleave one to another, even as iron is not 
mixed with clay./ And in the days of these kings shall the 
God of heaven set up a kingdom, which shall never be 
destroyed:/ and the kingdom shall not be left to other 
people, but it shall break in pieces and consume all these 
kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever./ Forasmuch as 
thou sawest that the stone was cut out of the mountain 
without hands, and that it brake in pieces the iron, the 
brass, the clay, the silver, and the gold;/ the great God 
hath made known to the king what shall come to pass here- 
after:/ and the dream is certain, and the interpretation 
thereof sure.’’/ 

Then the king Nebuchadnezzar fell upon his face, and 
worshipped Daniel, and commanded that they should 
offer an oblation and sweet odours unto him./ The king 
answered unto Daniel, and said, “‘Of a truth it is, that 
your God is a God of gods, and a Lord of kings, and a 
revealer of secrets, seeing thou couldest reveal this secret.’ / 
Then the king made Daniel a great man, and gave him 
many great gifts, and made him ruler over the whole 
province of Babylon, and chief of the governors. over all 
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the wise men of Babylon./ Then Daniel requested of the 
king, and he set Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, over 
the affairs of the province of Babylon:/ but Daniel sat in 
the gate of the king.

in the plain of Dura, in the province of Babylon./ Then 
Nebuchadnezzar the king sent to gather together the 
princes, the governors, and the captains, the judges, the 
treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, / and all the rulers of 
the provinces, to come to the dedication of the image 
which Nebuchadnezzar the king had set up./ 

Then the princes, the governors, and captains, the 
judges, the treasurers, the counsellors, the sheriffs, and 
all the rulers of the provinces, were gathered together 
unto the dedication of the image that Nebuchadnezzar 
the king had set up;/ and they stood before the image that

at that time, when all the people heard the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and all kinds of 
music, / all the people, the nations, and the languages, fell 
down and worshipped the golden image that Nebuchad- 
nezzar the king had set up./ 
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Wherefore at that time certain Chaldeans came near, 
and accused the Jews./ They spake and said to the king 
Nebuchadnezzar, “O king, live for ever./ Thou, O king, 
hast made a decree, that every man that shall hear the 
sound of the cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and 
dulcimer, and all kinds of music, shall fall down and 
worship the golden image:/ and whoso falleth not down 
and worshippeth, that he should be cast into the midst 
of a burning fiery furnace./ There are certain Jews 
whom thou hast set over the affairs of the province

Then Nebuchadnezzar in his rage and fury commanded 
to bring Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego./ Then they 
brought these men before the king./ Nebuchadnezzar 
spake and said unto them, “‘Is it true, O Shadrach, Me- 
shach, and Abed-nego? do not ye serve my gods, nor 
worship the golden image which I have set up?/ Now if 
ye be ready that at what time ye hear the sound of the 
cornet, flute, harp, sackbut, psaltery, and dulcimer, and 
all kinds of music, ye fall down and worship the image 
which I have made, well:/ but if ye worship not, ye shall 
be cast the same hour into the midst of a burning fiery 
furnace; and who is that God that shall deliver you out of 
my hands?’’/ 

Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed-nego, answered and 
said to the king, ‘“‘O Nebuchadnezzar, we are not careful 
to answer thee in this matter./ If it be so, our God whom 
we serve is able to deliver us from the burning fiery furnace, 
and He will deliver us out of thine hand, O king./ But if 
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not, be it known unto thee, O king, that we will not serve 
thy gods, nor worship the golden image which thou hast 
set up.”

except their own God./ Therefore I make a decree, that 
every people, nation, and language, which speak any thing 
amiss against the God of Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, shall be cut in pieces, and their houses shall be made 
a dunghill;/ because there is no other God that can deliver 
after this sort.’’/ 

Then the king promoted Shadrach, Meshach, and Abed- 
nego, in the province of Babylon.

Then Daniel, whose name was Belteshazzar, was 
astonied for one hour, and his thoughts troubled him./ 
The king spake, and said, ‘“Belteshazzar, let not the 
dream or the interpretation thereof, trouble thee.”’/ Beltes- 
hazzar answered and said, “‘ My lord, the dream be to them 
that hate thee, and the interpretation thereof to thine 
enemies./ The tree that thou sawest, which grew, and was 
strong, whose height reached unto the heaven, and the sight 
thereof to all the earth;/ whose leaves were fair, and the 
fruit thereof much, and in it was meat for all;/ under which 
the beasts of the field dwelt, and upon whose branches the 
fowls of the heaven had their habitation:/ it is thou, O 
king, that art grown and become strong:/ for thy greatness 
is grown, and reacheth unto heaven, and thy dominion to 
the end of the earth./ And whereas the king saw a watcher 
and a holy one coming down from heaven, and saying, 
‘Hew the tree down, and destroy it;/ yet leave the stump 
of the roots thereof in the earth, even with a band of iron 
and brass, in the tender grass of the field;/ and let it be 
wet with the dew of heaven, and let his portion be with 
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the beasts of the field, till seven times pass over him;’/ 
this is the interpretation, O king, and this is the decree 
of the Most High, which is come upon my lord the king:/ 
that they shall drive thee from men, and thy dwelling 
shall be with the beasts of the field,/ and they shall make 
thee to eat grass as oxen, and they shall wet thee with the 
dew of heaven,/ and seven times shall pass over thee, till 
thou know that the Most High ruleth in the kingdom of 
men, and giveth it to whomsoever He will./ And whereas 
they commanded to leave the stump of the tree roots; thy 
kingdom shall be sure unto thee, after that thou shalt 
have known that the heavens do rule./ Wherefore, O 
king, let my counsel be acceptable unto thee, and break 
off thy sins by righteousness, and thine iniquities by shew- 
ing mercy to the poor;/ if it may be a lengthening of thy 
tranquillity. ’’/ 

All this came upon the king Nebuchadnezzar./ At the 
end of twelve months he walked in the palace of the 


_ kingdom of Babylon./ The king spake, and said, “Is not 


this great Babylon, that I have built for the house of the 
kingdom by the might of my power, and for the honour 
of my majesty?”’/ While the word was in the king’s 
mouth, there fell a voice from heaven, saying, “O king 
Nebuchadnezzar, to thee it is spoken; “The kingdom is 
departed from thee.’/ And they shall drive thee from men, 
and thy dwelling shall be with the beasts of the field:/ 
they shall make thee to eat grass as oxen, and seven times 
shall pass over thee, until thou know that the Most High 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and giveth it to whomsoever 
He will.’’/ The same hour was the thing fulfilled upon 
Nebuchadnezzar:/ and he was driven from men, and did 
eat grass as oxen, and his body was wet with the dew of 
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heaven,/ till his hairs were grown like eagles’ feathers, and 
his nails like birds’ claws. / 
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‘And at the end of the days I Nebuchadnezzar lifted Did Gat 


up mine eyes unto heaven, and mine understanding re- Grass 


turned unto me,/ and I blessed the Most High, and I 
praised and honoured Him that liveth for ever,/ whose 
dominion is an everlasting dominion, and His kingdom is 
from generation to generation:/ and all the inhabitants of 
the earth are reputed as nothing:/ and He doeth according 
to His will in the army of heaven, and among the inhabitants 
of theearth:/ and nonecanstay His hand, or say unto Him, 
“What doest thou?’/ At the same time my reason returned 
unto me;/ and for the glory of my kingdom, mine honour and 
brightness returned unto me; and my counsellors and my 
lords sought unto me;/ and I wasestablished in my kingdom, 
and excellent majesty was added unto me./ Now I Neb- 
uchadnezzar praise and extol and honour the King of 
heaven,/ all whose works are truth, and His ways judg- 
ment:/ and those that walk in pride He is able to abase.”’

commanded to bring the golden and silver vessels which 
his father Nebuchadnezzar had taken out of the temple 
which was in Jerusalem;/ that the king and his princes, his 
wives and his concubines, might drink therein./ Then they 
brought the golden vessels that were taken out of the tem- 
ple of the house of God which was at Jerusalem;/ and the 
king and his princes, his wives and his concubines, drank 
in them./ They drank wine, and praised the gods of gold, 
and of silver, of brass, of iron, of wood, and of stone./

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1109 In the same hour came forth fingers of a man’s hand. 
Belshas= and wrote over against the candlestick upon the plaster 
3av’S of the wall of the king’s palace:/ and the king saw the 
SHeast part of the hand that wrote./ Then the king’s countenance 
was changed, and his thoughts troubled him, so that the 
joints of his loins were loosed, and his knees smote one 
against another./ The king cried aloud to bring in the 
astrologers, the Chaldeans, and the soothsayers./ And 
the king spake, and said to the wise men of Babylon, 
“Whosoever shall read this writing, and shew me the 
interpretation thereof, shall be clothed with scarlet, and 
have a chain of gold about his neck, and shall be the third 
ruler in the kingdom.”’/ Then came in all the king’s wise 
men:/ but they could not read the writing, nor make 
known to the king the interpretation thereof./ Then was 
king Belshazzar greatly troubled, and his countenance 

was changed in him, and his lords were astonied./ 

Now the queen, by reason of the words of the king and 
his lords, came into the banquet house:/ and the queen 
spake and said, “O king, live for ever: let not thy thoughts 
trouble thee, nor let thy countenance be changed:/ there 
is a man in thy kingdom, in whom is the spirit of the holy 
gods;/ and in the days of thy father light and understand- 
ing and wisdom, like the wisdom of the gods, was found in 
him;/ whom the king Nebuchadnezzar thy father, the 
king, I say, thy father, made master of the magicians, 
astrologers, Chaldeans, and soothsayers;/ forasmuch as 
an excellent spirit, and knowledge, and understanding, 
interpreting of dreams, and shewing of hard sentences, 
and dissolving of doubts, were found in the same Daniel, 
whom the king named Belteshazzar:/ now let Daniel be 
called, and he will shew the interpretation. ’’/ 
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Then was Daniel brought in before the king./ And the I 109 
king spake and said unto Daniel, “Art thou that Daniel, Belsha3= 
which art of the children of the captivity of Judah, whom 3at’s 
the king my father brought out of Jewry?/ I have even Feast 
heard of thee, that the spirit of the gods is in thee, and 
that light and understanding and excellent wisdom is 
found in thee./ And now the wise men, the astrologers, 
have been brought in before me, that they should read 
this writing, and make known unto me the interpretation 
thereof:/ but they could not shew the interpretation of 
the thing./ And I have heard of thee, that thou canst 
make interpretations, and dissolve doubts:/ now if thou 
canst read the writing, and make known to me the inter- 
pretation thereof, thou shalt be clothed with scarlet, and 
have a chain of gold about thy neck, and shalt be the 
third ruler in the kingdom.’’/ 

Then Daniel answered and said before the king, “‘ Let 
thy gifts be to thyself, and give thy rewards to another;/ 
yet I will read the writing unto the king, and make known 
to him the interpretation./ O thou king, the most high 
God gave Nebuchadnezzar thy father a kingdom, and 
majesty, and glory, and honour:/ and for the majesty 
that He gave him, all people, nations, and languages, 
trembled and feared before him:/ whom he would he slew; 
and whom he would he kept alive;/ and whom he would he 
set up; and whom he would he put down./ But when his 
heart was lifted up, and his mind hardened in pride, he was 
deposed from his kingly throne, and they took his glory 
from him:/ and he was driven from the sons of men; 
and his heart was made like the beasts, and his dwelling 
was with the wild asses:/ they fed him with grass like oxen, 
and his body was wet with the dew of heaven;/ till he 
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knew that the most high God ruled in the kingdom of men, 
and that He appointeth over it whomsoever He will./ 

“And thou his son, O Belshazzar, hast not humbled 
thine heart, though thou knewest all this;/ but hast lifted 
up thyself against the Lorp of heaven;/ and they have 
brought the vessels of His house before thee, and thou and 
thy lords, thy wives and thy concubines, have drunk wine 
in them;/ and thou hast praised the gods of silver, and 
gold, of brass, iron, wood, and stone, which see not, nor 
hear, nor know:/ and the God in whose hand thy breath 
is, and whose are all thy ways, hast thou not glorified./ 

“Then was the part of the hand sent from Him; and 
this writing was written./ And this is the writing that was 
written, MENE, MENE, TEKEL, UPHARSIN./ This 
is the interpretation of the thing: MENE; God hath 
numbered thy kingdom, and finished it./ TEKEL; Thou 
art weighed in the balances, and art found wanting./ 
PERES; Thy kingdom is divided, and given to the Medes 
and Persians.”’/ 

Then commanded Belshazzar, and they clothed Daniel 
with scarlet, and put a chain of gold about his neck,/ and 
made a proclamation concerning him, that he should be 
the third ruler in the kingdom./ 

In that night was Belshazzar the king of the Chaldeans 
slain./ And Darius the Median took the kingdom, being 
about threescore and two years old. 


T pleased Darius to set over the kingdom an hun- 

J dred and twenty princes, which should be over the 

whole kingdom;/ and over these three presidents; 

of whom Daniel was first:/ that the princes might give 

accounts unto them, and the king should have no damage. / 
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Then this Daniel was preferred above the presidents and 
princes, because an excellent spirit was in him; and the 
king thought to set him over the whole realm. / 

Then the presidents and princes sought to find occasion 
against Daniel concerning the kingdom;/ but they could 
find none occasion nor fault; forasmuch as he was faithful, 
neither was there any error or fault found in him./ Then 
said these men, “‘We shall not find any occasion against 
this Daniel, except we find it against him concerning the 
law of his God.”’/ 

Then these presidents and princes assembled together 
to the king, and said thus unto him, “King Darius, live 
for ever./ All the presidents of the kingdom, the governors, 
and the princes, the counsellors, and the captains, have 
consulted together to establish a royal statute, and to 
make a firm decree,/ that whosoever shall ask a petition 
of any God or man for thirty days, save of thee, O king, 
he shall be cast into the den of lions./ Now, O king, 
establish the decree, and sign the writing, that it be not 
changed, according to the law of the Medes and Persians, 
which altereth not.’’/ Wherefore king Darius signed the 
writing and the decree. / 

Now when Daniel knew that the writing was signed, 
he went into his house;/ and, his windows being open in 
his chamber toward Jerusalem, he kneeled upon his knees 
three times a day, and prayed, and gave thanks before his 
God, as he did aforetime./ Then these men assembled, and 
found Daniel praying and making supplication before his 
God. / 

Then they came near, and spake before the king con- 
cerning the king’s decree;/ “‘ Hast thou not signed a decree, 
that every man that shall ask a petition of any God or 
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man within thirty days, save of thee, O king, shall be cast 
into the den of lions?’”’/. The king answered and said, 
“The thing is true, according to the law of the Medes and 
Persians, which altereth not.’’/ Then answered they and 
said before the king, “That Daniel, which is of the children 
of the captivity of Judah, regardeth not thee, O king, nor 
the decree that thou hast signed, but maketh his petition 
three times a day.’’/ Then the king, when he heard these 
words, was sore displeased with himself, and set his heart 
on Daniel to deliver him:/ and he laboured till the going 
down of the:sun to deliver him./ 

Then these men assembled unto the king, and said unto 
the king, “Know, O king, that the law of the Medes and 
Persians is, that no decree nor statute which the king 
establisheth may be changed.”’/ Then the king command- 
ed, and they brought Daniel, and cast him into the den 
of lions. Now the king spake and said unto Daniel, ““Thy 
God whom thou servest continually, He will deliver thee.”’ 
And a stone was brought, and laid upon the mouth of the 
den;/ and the king sealed it with his own signet, and with 
the signet of his lords; that the purpose might not be 
changed concerning Daniel./ 

Then the king went to his palace, and passed the night 
fasting:/ neither were instruments of music brought be- 
fore him: and his sleep went from him./ Then the king 
arose very early in the morning, and went in haste unto 
the den of lions./ And when he came to the den, he cried 
with a lamentable voice unto Daniel:/ and the king spake 
and said to Daniel, ‘‘O' Daniel, servant of the living God, 
is thy God, whom thou servest continually, able to deliver 
thee from the lions?’’/ Then said Daniel unto the king, 
“O king, live for ever./ My God hath sent His angel, and 
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hath shut the lions’ mouths, that they have not hurt me:/ I 110 
forasmuch as before Him innocency was found in me; and Daniel 
also before thee, O king, have I done no hurt.”/ Then was and the 
the king exceeding glad for him, and commanded that Lions 
they should take Daniel up out of the den./ So Daniel 
was taken up out of the den, and no manner of hurt was 
found upon him, because he believed in his God./ 
And the king commanded, and they brought those men 
which had accused Daniel, and they cast them into the 
den of lions, them, their children, and their wives;/ and 
the lions had the mastery of them, and brake all their 
bones in pieces or ever they came at the bottom of the 
den. / 
Then king Darius wrote unto all people, nations, and 
languages, that dwell in all the earth, “‘ Peace be multiplied 
unto you./ I make a decree, ‘That in every dominion of 
my kingdom men tremble and fear before the God of 
Daniel:/ for He is the living God, and steadfast for ever, 
and His kingdom that which shall not be destroyed,/ and 
His dominion shall be even unto the end./ He delivereth 
and rescueth, and He worketh signs and wonders in heaven 
and in earth,/ who hath delivered Daniel from the power 
of the lions.’’’/ 
So this Daniel prospered in the reign of Darius, and in 
the reign of Cyrus the Persian. 


of Amittai, saying, “Arise, go to Nineveh, that Jonah’s 
great city, and cry against it; for their wickedness Attempt 
is come up before Me.’’/ But Jonah rose up to flee unto to Escape 
Tarshish from the presence of the Lorp, and went down Dutp 
to Joppa;/ and he found a ship going to Tarshish: so he 
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paid the fare thereof, and went down into it, to go with 
them unto Tarshish from the presence of the Lorp./ 

But the Lorp sent out a great wind into the sea, and 
there was a mighty tempest in the sea, so that the ship was 
like to be broken./ Then the mariners were afraid, and 
cried every man unto his god, and cast forth the wares 
that were in the ship into the sea, to lighten it of them./ 
But Jonah was gone down into the sides of the ship; and 
he lay, and was fast asleep./ So the shipmaster came to 
him, and said unto him,/ “What meanest thou, O sleeper? 
arise, call upon thy God, if so be that God will think upon 
us, that we perish not.’’/ And they said every one to his 
fellow, ““Come, and let us cast lots, that we may know for 
whose cause this evil is upon us.’’/ So they cast lots, and 
the lot fell upon Jonah./ Then said they unto him, “Tell 
us, we pray thee, for whose cause this evil is upon us. 
What is thine occupation? and whence comest thou? 
what is thy country? and of what people art thou?’’/ And 
he said unto them, “I am an Hebrew; and I fear the Lorp, 
the God of heaven, which hath made the sea and the dry 
land.’’/ Then were the men exceedingly afraid, and said 
unto him, ‘‘ Why hast thou done this?’’/ For the men knew 
that he fled from the presence of the Lorp, because he 
had told them./ 

Then said they unto him, ‘‘ What shall we do unto thee,

the Lorp exceedingly, and offered a sacrifice unto the 
Lorp, and made vows. 


OW the Lorp had prepared a great fish to swallow 
up Jonah./ And Jonah was in the belly of the fish 
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three days and three nights./ Then Jonah prayed Peliver- 


unto the Lorp his God out of the fish’s belly./ . . 
And the Lorp spake unto the fish, and it vomited out 
Jonah upon the dry land./ 

And the word of the Lorp came unto Jonah the second 
time, saying, “‘Arise, go unto Nineveh, that great city, 
and preach unto it the preaching that I bid thee.’’/ So 
Jonah arose, and went unto Nineveh, according to the 
word of the Lorp./ Now Nineveh was an exceeding great 
city of three days’ journey./ And Jonah began to enter 
into the city a day’s journey, and he cried, and said, 
“Yet forty days, and Nineveh shall be overthrown.”’/ 

So the people of Nineveh believed God, and proclaimed 
a fast, and put on sackcloth, from the greatest of them 
even to the least of them./ . . . And God saw their 
works, that they turned from their evil way; and God 
repented of the evil, that He had said that He would do 
unto them; and He did it not./ 

But it displeased Jonah exceedingly, and he was very 
angry./ And he prayed unto the Lorp, and said, “I pray 
Thee, O Lorp, was not this my saying, when I was yet 
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in my country?/ Therefore I fled before unto Tarshish: 
for I knew that Thou art a gracious God, and merciful, 
slow to anger, and of great kindness, and repentest Thee 
of the evil./ Therefore now, O Lorp, take, I beseech 
Thee, my life from me; for it is better for me to die than 
to live.”’/ 

Then said the Lorp, “‘Doest thou well to be angry?”’/ 
So Jonah went out of the city, and sat on the east side of 
the city, and there made him a booth, and sat under it in 
the shadow, till he might see what would become of the 
city./ 

And the Lorp God prepared a gourd, and made it to

score thousand persons that cannot discern between their 
right hand and their left hand; and also much cattle?”

When Herod the king had heard these things, he was 

troubled, and all Jerusalem with him./ And when he had 

gathered all the chief priests and scribes of the people 

together, he demanded of them where Christ should be 

born./ And they said unto him, “‘In Bethlehem of Judea: 

for thus it is written by the prophet, / 


“And thou Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, 

Art not the least among the princes of Juda:/ 
For out of thee shall come a Governor, 
That shall rule My people Israel.’’’/

Then Herod, when he had privily called the wise men, 
enquired of them diligently what time the star appeared. / 
And he sent them to Bethlehem, and said, “‘Go and search 
diligently for the young child; and when ye have found 
him, bring me word again, that I may come and worship 
him also. ’’/ 

When they had heard the king, they departed;/ and, 
lo, the star, which they saw in the east, went before them, 
till it came and stood over where the young child was./ 
When they saw the star, they rejoiced with exceeding 
great joy./ 

And when they were come into the house, they saw the 
young child with Mary his mother, and fell down, and 
worshipped him:/ and when they had opened their treas- 
ures, they presented unto him gifts; gold, and frank- 
incense, and myrrh./ And being warned of God in a dream 
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that they should not return to Herod, they departed into 
their own country another way./ 

And when they were departed, behold, the angel of the 
Lorp appeareth to Joseph in a dream, saying, / “ Arise, and 
take the young child and his mother, and flee into Egypt, 
and be thou there until I bring thee word:/ for Herod will 
seek the young child to destroy him.”’/ When he arose, he 
took. the young child and his mother by night, and de- 
parted into Egypt: and was there until the death of 
Herod:/ that it might be fulfilled which was spoken of the 
Lorp by the prophet, saying, ““Out of Egypt have I called 
my son.”’/ 

Then Herod, when he saw that he was mocked of the 
wise men, was exceeding wroth,/ and sent forth, and slew 
all the children that were in Bethlehem, and in all the 
coasts thereof, from two years old and under, / according to 
the time which he had diligently inquired of the wise 
men./ Then was fulfilled that which was spoken by Jeremy 
the prophet, saying, / 


“In Rama was there a voice heard,

But when Herod was dead, behold, an angel of the Lorp 
appeareth in a dream to Joseph in Egypt,/ saying, “Arise, 
and take the young child and his mother, and go into the 
land of Israel: for they are dead which sought the young 
child’s life.’’/ And he arose, and took the young child and 
his mother, and came into the land of Israel.

for ye were the fewest of all people./ But because the Lorp

Moreover all these curses shall come upon thee, and shall 
pursue thee, and overtake thee, till thou be destroyed;/ 
because thou hearkenedst not unto the voice of the Lorp 
thy God, to keep His commandments and His statutes 
which He commanded thee./ And they shall be upon thee 
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for a sign and for a wonder, and upon thy seed for ever./ III 2 
Because thou servedst not the Lorp thy God with joyful- The 
ness, and with gladness of heart, for the abundance of all Blessing 
things;/ therefore shalt thou serve thine enemies, which and the 
the Lorp shall send against thee,/ in hunger, and in thirst, Curse 
and in nakedness, and in want of all things:/ and He shall 
put a yoke of iron upon thy neck, until He have destroyed 
thee./ 

The Lorp shall bring a nation against thee from far, 
from the end of the earth, as swift as the eagle flieth;/ a 
nation whose tongue thou shalt not understand;/ a nation 
of fierce countenance, which shall not regard the person of 
the old, nor shew favour to the young:/ and he shall eat 
the fruit of thy cattle, and the fruit of thy land, until thou 
be destroyed:/ which also shall not leave thee either corn, 
wine, or oil, or the increase of thy kine, or flocks of thy 
sheep, until he have destroyed thee./ .. . 

And it shall come to pass, that as the Lorp rejoiced over 
you to do you good, and to multiply you;/ so the Lorp 
will rejoice over you to destroy you, and to bring you to 
nought;/ and ye shall be plucked from off the land whither 
thou goest to possess it./ And the Lorp shall scatter thee 
ameng all people, from the one end of the earth even unto 
the other;/ and there thou shalt serve other gods, which 
neither thou nor thy fathers have known, even wood and 
stone./ And among these nations shalt thou find no ease, 
neither shall the sole of thy foot have rest:/ but the Lorp 
shall give thee there a trembling heart, and failing of eyes, 
and sorrow of mind:/and thy life shall hang in doubt

perceive, and eyes to see, and ears to hear, unto this day./ 
And I have led you forty years in the wilderness:/ your 
clothes are not waxen old upon you, and thy shoe is not 
waxen old upon thy foot./ ... 

Lest there should be among you man, or woman, or 
family, or tribe, whose heart turneth away this day from 
the Lorp our God, to go and serve the gods of these 
nations;/ lest there should be among you an root that 
beareth gall and wormwood;/ and it come to pass, when he 
heareth the words of this curse, that he bless himself in his 
heart,/ saying, “I shall have peace, though I walk in the 
imagination of mine heart, to add drunkenness to thirst :”’/ 
the Lorp will not spare him, but then the anger of the 
Lorp and His jealousy shall smoke against that man,/ 
and all the curses that are written in this book shall lie 
upon him,/ and the Lorp shall blot out his name from 
under heaven./ 

And the Lorp shall separate him unto evil out of all the 
tribes of Israel,/ according to all the curses of the covenant 
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that are written in this book of the law:/ so that the III 3 
generation to come of your children that shall rise up S#loses’ 
after you,/ and the stranger that shall come from a far Covenant 
land,/ shall say, when they see the plagues of that land, in Sfloab 
and the sicknesses which the Lorn hath laid upon it;/ 
and that the whole land thereof is brimstone, and salt, 
and burning,/ that it is not sown, nor beareth, nor any 
grass groweth therein,/ like the overthrow of Sodom

Then men shall say, ““Because they have forsaken the 
covenant of the Lorp God of their fathers,/ which He 
made with them when He brought them forth out of the 
land of Egypt:/ for they went and served other gods, and 
worshipped them,/ gods whom they knew not, and whom 
He had not given unto them:/ and the anger of the Lorp

against you, that I have set before you life and death, 
blessing and cursing:/ therefore choose life, that both thou 
and thy seed may live:/ that thou mayest love the Lorp 
thy God, and that thou mayest obey His voice, and that 
thou mayest cleave unto Him:/ for He is thy life, and the 
length of thy days:/ that thou mayest dwell in the land 
which the Lorp sware unto thy fathers, to Abraham, to 
Isaac, and to Jacob, to give them.

whether the gods which your fathers served that were on

And the people answered and said, “‘ God forbid that we

By faith Abraham, when he was called to go out into a 
place which he should after receive for an inheritance, 
obeyed;/ and he went out, not knowing whither he went./ 
By faith he sojourned in the land of promise, as in a 
strange country,/ dwelling in tabernacles with Isaac and 
Jacob, the heirs with him of the same promise:/ for he 
looked for a city which hath foundations, whose builder 
and maker is God./ Through faith also Sarah herself 
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received strength to conceive seed,/ and was delivered of VI 36 
a child when she was past age,/ because she judged Him Faith 
faithful who had promised./ Therefore sprang there even 
of one, and him as good as dead, so many as the stars of 
the sky in multitude,/ and as the sand which is by the 
sea shore innumerable. / 

These all died in faith, not having received the promises, 
but having seen them afar off,/ and were persuaded of 
them, and embraced them,/ and confessed that they were 
strangers and pilgrims on the earth./ For they that say 
such things declare plainly that they seek a country./ 
And truly, if they had been mindful of that country from 
whence they came out, they might have had opportunity 
to have returned./ But now they desire a better country, 
that is, an heavenly:/ wherefore God is not ashamed to be 
called their God: for He hath prepared for them a city. / 

By faith Abraham, when he was tried, offered up 
Isaac:/ and he that had received the promises offered up 
his only begotten son,/ of whom it was said that “In 
Isaac shall thy seed be called:’’/ accounting that God was 
_ able to raise him up, even from the dead;/ from whence 
; also he received him in a figure./ By faith Isaac blessed 
Jacob and Esau concerning things to come./ By faith 
Jacob, when he was a dying, blessed both the sons of 
Joseph;/ and worshipped, leaning upon the top of his 
staff./ By faith Joseph, when he died, made mention of 
the departing of the children of Israel;/ and gave com- 
mandment concerning his bones. / 

By faith Moses, when he was born, was hid three 
months of his parents, because they saw he was a proper 
child;/ and they were not afraid of the king’s command- 
ment./ By faith Moses, when he was come to years, 
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VI 36 refused to be called the son of Pharaoh’s daughter;/ 
Faith choosing rather to suffer affliction with the people of God, 
than to enjoy the pleasures of sin for a season;/ esteeming 
the reproach of Christ greater riches than the treasures 
in Egypt:/ for he had respect unto the recompense of the 
reward. / By faith he forsook Egypt, not fearing the wrath 
of the king:/ for he endured, as seeing Him who is in- 
visible./ Through faith he kept the passover, and the 
sprinkling of blood,/ lest He that destroyed the firstborn 
should touch them./ By faith they passed through the 
Red Sea as by dry land:/ which the Egyptians assaying 
to do were drowned./ By faith the walls of Jericho fell 
down, after they were compassed about seven days./ By 
faith the harlot Rahab perished not with them that 
believed not, when she had received the spies with peace./ 
And what shall I more say? for the time would fail me 
to tell of Gideon, and of Barak, and of Samson, and of 
Jephthae;/ of David also, and Samuel, and of the proph- 
ets:/ who through faith subdued kingdoms, wrought 
righteousness, obtained promises, stopped the mouths of 
lions,/ quenched the violence of fire, escaped the edge of 
the sword,/ out of weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight the armies of the aliens. / 
Women received their dead raised to life again:/ and 
others were tortured, not accepting deliverance; that they 
might obtain a better resurrection:/ and others had trial 
of cruel mockings and scourgings, yea, moreover of bonds 
and imprisonment:/ they were stoned, they were sawn 
asunder, were tempted, were slain with the sword:/ they 
wandered about in sheepskins and goatskins; being 
_ destitute, afflicted, tormented;/ of whom the world was 
not worthy:/ they wandered in deserts, and in mountains, 
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and in dens and caves of the earth./ And these all, having 
obtained a good report through faith, received not the 
promise:/ God having provided some better thing for 
us, that they without us should not be made perfect.

he die./ Again, when the wicked man turneth away from 
his wickedness that he hath committed,/ and doeth that 
which is lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive./ 
Because he considereth, and turneth away from all his 
transgressions that he hath committed,/ he shall surely 
live, he shall not die./ 

“Yet saith the house of Israel, “The way of the Lorp 
is not equal.’/ O house of Israel, are not My ways equal?

his way, that wicked man shall die in his iniquity;/ but his

“Therefore, O thou son of man, speak unto the house 
of Israel; ‘Thus ye speak, saying, “If our transgressions 
and our sins be upon us, and we pine away in them, how 
should we then live?”’’/ Say unto them, ***As I live,” saith 
the Lorp God, “I have no pleasure in the death of the 
wicked;/ but that the wicked turn from his way and live:/ 
turn ye, turn ye from your evil ways; for why will ye 
die, O house of Israel?’’’/ Therefore, thou son of man, say 
unto the children of thy people, ‘The righteousness of the 
righteous shall not deliver him in the day of his trans- 
gression:/ as for the wickedness of the wicked, he shall 
not fall thereby in the day that he turneth from his 
wickedness;/ neither shall the righteous be able to live 
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for his righteousness in the day that he sinneth.’/ When VII 22 
I shall say to the righteous, that he shall surely live;/ Obe Buty 
if he trust to his own righteousness, and commit iniquity, of the 
all his righteousnesses shall not be remembered;/ but for Watebman 
his iniquity that he hath committed, he shall die for it./ 
Again, when I say unto the wicked, ‘Thou shalt surely 
die;’/ if he turn from his sin, and do that which is lawful 
and right;/ if the wicked restore the pledge, give again 
that he had robbed, walk in the statutes of life, without 
committing iniquity;/ he shall surely live, he shall not 
die./ None of his sins that he hath committed shall be
